CHILD'S PARENTS 


Quiet 
Proceeding 
Closes 
Case for Killing 
Irene Cox. 


Rose Seidel Tresselt. through 
At- 
torney S. LI. Morris, entered a plea of 
guilty to the charge of manslaughter 
In the circuit court Tuesday a. m., was 
sentenced to two to twenty-one yea-s 
in the penal department of the Indi- 
ana prison for women at Indianapolis, 
obtained 
a 
suspended sentence and 
agreed to pay John and Johanna Cox 
$5,300. 


All of this grew out of the killmg 
of Irene Cox on Lafayette street, near 
DeWald, on Saturday evening, August 
20, when she was struck by .an auto- 
mobile driven by Mrs.. Tresselt. thrown 
fifty feet, only to fall under the fa'st 
moving wheels of the machine to have 
the little remnant of life that 
may 
have remained in her childish body 
crushed out. 


Hearing Very Quiet. 


Mrs. Tresselt, accompanied only by 
her attorney and his stenographer, en- 
tered the circuit court room by a side 
door about 11 o'clock and sat down 
at a table. 
She was very fashion- 
ably dressed. 


A long coat of light material cov- 
ered a silk waist and a dark skirt; 
8he wore patent leather shoes and an 
expensive 
fur 
hat 
surmounted 
the 
costume. 
Big diamond earings caught 
and reflected \he lights in the court 
room. 


She said nothing during the time 
the entry was being made on the court 
docket, Mr. Morris having entered her 
plea of guilty. 
Prosecutor 
Thomas 
hunted up the law while the judge 
was busy with the writing and there 
•was a few minutes of consultation in 
which the statutes were pointed out. 


Had Nothing to Say. 
"Just come up here a minute," said 
Judge O'Rourke to Mrs. Tresselt. 


She moved up 
to 
the 
desk and 
}eaned over. 


• "It is my duty to ask you whether 
or not you have anything to say %vhy 
.judgment should not be pronounced 
against you," said the judge. 
The 
woman evidently did not understand 
and hesitated. 


'"You must say anything that you 
have to say," repeated the judge. 


"Oh, I didn't understand. 
I have 
nothing to say." 


"Then it becomes my duty to pro- 
nounce sentence on you. " You know 
1 have knoAvn you a long time and it 
Is an unpleasant duty. 
You are sen- 
tenced to the women's prison for from 
two to twenty-one years. 
Your sen- 
tence will be suspended. 
I think you 
deserve It, as it is your first offense. 
You can go, but you must be more 
careful in the future of this extrava- 
gance. 
You must not drive your au- 
tomobile recklessly and if any oth-^r 
charge is brought against you you 
can be sent to prison. 
You must re- 
main in the jurisdiction of this court. 
You cannot leave the 
state 
without 
permission and if you should happen 
to, want to go away you must 
ask 
me." 


Cox Wanted to Get In. 


Before sentence was entered John 
Cox, father of the child, was brought 
forward and an effort was made to get 
his statement before the court, and 
but a sharp rebuff from the court was 
the best he got. 


"I 
can 
not see," said 
Prosecutor 
Thomas, "what interest the state can 
have in a statement from Mr. Cox, 
and I see na reason for injecting him 
into it. 
It is a matter between Mrs. 
Tresselt and the state of Indiana and 
I do not think that Cox has any busi- 
ness in it at all." 


Cox retired and later Mrs. Tresselt 
signed a 
written 
agreement 
under 
which a judgment for $5,300 is to be 
entered in the suit he entered and the 
-affair is settled. 


Wanted Her Locked Up. 
Prosecutor Thomas has 
been 
ap- 
proached a number of times for a com- 
promise and he agreed to take a fine of 
$1,000 and allow Mrs. Tresselt to serve 
a jail term, but he insisted that the 
term must be actually served and that 
no part of it should be suspended. 
He 
gays that he made no agreement with 
anybody to suspend the prison sen- 
tence and- takes the position that he 
placed the T.'oman before 
the judge 
with a plea of guilty and that he could 
have done no more by convicting her 
before a jury. 
He made the following 
written statement: 


"Mrs. Tresselt is charged In an In- 
dictment, consisting of 
eight counts, 
returned by the grand jury, with the 
crime 
of 
involuntary 
manslaughter, 
the punishment for which offense, as 
jvrescrlbed by the statute, is Imprison- 
ment in th« proper state Institution, In 
this Instance. 
'The Indiana Women's 
prison,' for an indeterminate period of 
not less than two nor more than twen- 
ty-one years. 
Since the return of this 
ln<llctment in November, the State has 
been insistent upon having an early 
trial, and on November 29th had the 
Cfisie sej; (or trial for January 10, 1911. 
Since the setting of the cause for trial, 
1'have been approached by numerpus 
business men of the 
very 
highest 
standing and integrity, and by influ- 
i:«htlal citizens generally, in an effort 
secure my consent to leniency being 
»xtended to Mrs. Tresselt In this con- 
lectlon.

American Aviator Recovers 
Altitude Record for 
His Country. 


LOS 
ANGELES 
MEET 


¿OS Angeles, Cal.. Dec. 27.—Seven- 
ty-five 
thousand 
people 
saw 
Arch 
Hoxsey. 
the 
Illinois aviator of 
the 
Wright team, break the world record 
for altitude yesterday. 


He soared more than two miles up, 
his barograph registering 11,474- feet, 
or almost 1.000 feet above the altitude 
of 10,499 feet recently attained by L.e 
Gagn'eux. at Pau, France. 


Hoxsey accomplished his feat in a 
forty mile gale that wrecked Hubert 
Latham's Antoinette 
monoplane 
and 
kept cautious aviators on the ground. 


Hoxsey sailed 
into 
the 
sky at 1 
o'clock. 
At 2:45 his barograph showed 
the greatest height while he soared 
over Venice, a seashore resort, more 
than twenty miles from the aviation 
field. 


Comes Down in Spiral Glides. 


Coming down he made a series of 
thrilling spiral glides while thousands 
of feet in the air. 
Before he came 
lightly to earth the crowd was in its 
feet cheering. 
He was lifted from hi.s 
biplane by fellow aviators, w-ho pa- 
raded up and down before the grand 
stand 
bearing 
the fiier 
upon 
their 
shoulders. 
• The crowd 
insisted 
on 
making a 
hero of Hoxsey. 
They did not give 
him time to doff his furs, but march- 
ed him 
hack and 
forth before 
the 
grand stand. 


"Was it windy up there?" he was 
asked. 


"It blew so hard," replied Hoxsey. 
"that my machine hardly moved and 
barely held its own. 
It was so cold 
that more than once I thought 
my 
carburetor was about to fi*eeze. 


"I made the record because I de- 
termined to keep on going or until I 
passed Le Gagneux's record, or until 
the carburetor froze." 


Latham's Machine Total Wreck. 


The gale 
which 
Hoxsey 
and his 
companions of the Wright camp, Par- 
malee and Brookins, braved success- 
fvilly, 
wrecked 
Latham's 
beautiful 
Antoinette machine completely. 
The 
Frenchman was among the 
aviators 
who answered the starting gun at 1 
o'clock. 
For two hours and 
fifteen 
minutes he fought the wind, which 
blew directly off the ocean, six miles 
from the aviation field. 
Then an ad- 
verse current 
slapped 
his 
aeroplane 
downward, hurled It into a fence under 
the brow of a 
hill and threw 
the 
aviator into a gully. 


The Frenchman was unhurt, but his 
machine was a tangled mass of wire 
and silken fabric. The motor was the 
only part left Intact. 


Parmalee, 
driver 
of 
the 
"baby" 
Wright, also dareS the .wind, and at- 
tained an altitude of 6,625 feet. 
He 
electrified the crow^d by a series of 
whirling dips and then Walter Brook- 
ins, originator 
of 
the 
spiral glide, 
went up. 
At this time the wind had 
attained a velocity of forty miles an 
hour, 
but 
the 
Wright 
man 
went 
through spectacular performances, ap- 
parently with as much ease as oh the 
calmest day.

Three men in the mob did 
the actual shooting, while the others 
waited outside the enclosure. 
Chitt- 
wood was handcuffed and was being 
taken out of the jail by a deputy sher- 
iff, who was ordered to raise up his 
hands. 
Prosecutor Gavel Wood said 
today he would investigate the story 
told by Deputy Sheriff John Ruther- 
ford, who was guarding the prisoner. 
Wood said he wanted to ascertain how 
the mob knew Chittwood was to have 
been taken to safety. 


"Chittwood had obtained a change of 
venue to Benton. Saline county, said 
Rutherford, "and on Saturday evening 
the order came to take him to Little 
Rock, where he^ would be placed in the 
penitentiary for safe keeping until the 
trial was called. 


"We decided to take Chittwood from 
the county jail to the city jail early 
this morning to await the train for 
Little Rock. 


"I handcuffed Chittwood and led him 
out of the jail door at 1:4.t o'clock 
this morning. 


Mob Was on Hand. 
"Just as we stepped out of the jail 
door three or foiir men—I think there 
were three—stepped into the enclosure 
from the street door. They wore black 
handkerchiefs over 
their fares 
and 
each carried a revolver. 


"They aimed their revolver? at m.v 
head and one told me to put my hands 
up. 


"I did not have time to draw my own 
revolver and, anyway from the way 
the 
men spoke I knew 
they

business. 
So I threw up my hands. 


"Chittwood did not say a word. 
He 
was handcuffed and of course had no 
chance to make a 
fight. 
So while he

allow Mrs. Tresselt to plead guilty to a 
charge-of assaült and battery, which 
is included within the charge of man- 
slaughter, and receive a 
punishment 
of a fine of one . thousand 
($1,000.00) 
dollars and imprisonment in the coun- 
ty jaii for s i x ^ days, which sentence 
should be enforced and no part of it 
suspended under 
any 
circumstances; 
otherwise, that the defendant should 
stand trial before a jury on the charge 
of manslaughter or plead 
guilty 
to 
such charge before the court. 
This 
latter course Mrs. Tresselt and her at- 
torneys have followed, which 
secures 
to the state the same result as if a 
long, tedious and expensive, trial 
by 
jury had >been had and a verdict of 
guilty of irianslaughter returned. 


Court Suspends Sentences. 


"The power of suspending sentences 
Is oné lodged by the statute 
wholly 
In the discretion of the trial court, and 
with thl.«? the prosecutor's office has 
absolutely nothing to do. The power is 
the same whether the finding of guilty 
as made upon the verdict of a jury 
after trial or u p o n a plea of "guilty" 
by the defendant before the court. 
In 
this 1 instance, .the court, as well 
as 
the attorneys in the ca.se, fully under- 
stood that I was unalterably opposed 
to the defendant being released with- 
out some punishment of imprisonment 
and the utmost leniency which T was 
willing to extend was that 
provided 
for In the sentence on a plea of assault 
and battery, as above stated, I have 
understood throughout that John Cox 
and his wife, the parents 
of 
little 
Irene Cox, who was killed, were to re- 
ceive ?5,000.00 damages for the loss of 
their child, and $300.00 to cover funer- 
al expense«, ajid that this was to be 
paid-providing Mrs. Tresselt was not 
compelled.-, to serve 
any 
pri-son 
sen- 
t e n c e . 
While I am more than pleased 
to know that the Coxes will receive 
this remuneration, it did not in any 
way influence my action in this casé, 
nor can the fact of such settlements, 
in the future, be used as any argument 
to secure leniency fj-om the prosecu- 
tor's office in the conduct 
of 
these 
cases. 


Life is Too Sacred. 


"Human life Is too sacred and 
the 
chances of injury to children and oth- 
ers in. the street from recklessness of 
automobile, drivers is too imminent, in 
my opinion, to allow any feeling to go 
out as the result of this case, that any 
leni-ency can be expected or v.il! be 
extended in the prosecution of future 
cases that may arise. 
In the future, 
as in this case, the state will insist 
upon imprisonment and pleas of guilty 
to the charge as presented, and fu- 
ture defendants will be compelled to 
depend upon their ability to impress 
the trial court in each instance 
that 
It is a proper case for the exercise of 
Its discretion under the statute to sus- 
pend sentence, if they secure any len- 
iency whatever." 


The Case Is Closed. 
This ends the case and Mrs. Tresselt 
cannot be.tried again nor will she have 
to serve any part of her sentence un- 
less there is some gross infraction of 
her parole. 


Under 
ordinary 
circumstances 
she 
would have been compelled 
to serve 
two years, which is the minimum, and 
might have been released at that time 
if her prison record had been good, but 
as the matter now stands her entire 
freedom is granted her. 


She stands convicted in the eyes of 
the law, but is relieved of having to go 
to prison and in the course of time the 
entire charge against her may be taken 
from the record. 
She was not accom-

MORE WATÜR ON US 


Flans Are Under Way ior the Deep- 


ening and Widening of the 


Biver in Ohio. 


Van Wert, O., Dec. 27.—The owners 
of low lands along the St. Marys and 
Maumee rivers in Fort 
Wayne 
and 
Alien county had better begin to get 
their eyes open as to the danger from 
hiish water that confronts them in re- 
gard to the plans now under way in 
Ohio for thé deepening and widening 
of St. Marys river for it may 
mean 
floods 
In the springtime of the year 
of greater damage than they have ever 
experienced in the past. 


A wealthy Auglaize county 
farmer 
has taken the preliminary 
steps 
to- 
ward petitioning for 
the 
deepening, 
cleaning, and 
where 
necessary, 
the 
widening, of the St. Marys river, from 
its origin in Shelby county to the Ohio 
and Indiana state line. 


During the last week County 
Sur- 
veyor-elect 
Meyers, 
of 
Wapakoneta, 
was in Van Wert gathering such data 
as may enable the petitioners to pro- 
ceed in an intelligent manner. 
It is 
i^roposed to petition for the improve- 
ment about the first of the year. 


The St. Marys river is already im- 
proved from its origin in Van Buren, 
Stielby county, 
to near 
Kossuth 
in 
Auglaize 
county, 
it 
having 
been 
dredged a few years ago. 


From its origin to the state line the 
St. Marys river measures about forty 
miles in length. 
Over much of 
the 
way huge drifts and extensive beds of 
rock. interfere with the movement of 
the water. 
As a result in the spring 
a t a time when there are freshets, the 
lowlands are 
flooded. 
It is with 
the 
intent of avoiding loss of crops 
and 
other property by floods that the im- 
provement is asked for. 
- Last fall, the man who asked 
for 
the improvement is said to have suf- 
fered a loss of more, than one thousand 
dollars when his corn crop was taken 
ofE the fields by the floods and 
floated 
down the river. 
Others allege to have 
suffered great loss of crops and stock, 
also. 


Van Wert farmers will be interested 
In this proposed scheme to dredge the 
St. Marj'S river. 
Those living in the 
south part of Jennings township, the 
south part of Liberty township and the 
southwest portion of Willshire town- 
ship without doubt will be up in arms, 
the acreage affected in this county will 
be equal to the area of one township. 


Auglaize, Shelby. Allen, Mercer and 
Van Wert counties are the ones af- 
fected by the proposed 
improvement. 
Of these counties Mei'cer 
has 
the 
greater acreage draining into the St. 
Marys river. 
Allen county has 
two 
townships, possibly 
three, a part 
of 
which are drained into the St. Marys. 
The entire north half and a greater 
part of the east end of Mercer county 
Is drained into this stream.

There are two sections of Jennings ; 
township, this count:*, 
which 
drain ' 
into this stream. 
Liberty has seven 
sections which drain 
directly into it 
and several v,-nich in a roundabout way 
drain in the St. Marys but find their 
outlet into the river in Indiana belov.* 
the point to which the proposed im- 
provement is to extend. 
Those sec- 
tions 
finding 
an outlet into the river 
In Indiana would not be affected by 
the taxes that miprht be levied to de- 
fray the expense of the improvement.. 


That the move toward mnkina^ tbf> 
Improvement will be 
bitterly 
fought 
is conceded. 
There are hundreds of 
taxpayers interested 
in the 
proposed 
plan to dredge the river and a goodly 
share of the number are. it is said, 
bitterly opposed to it. 


Another point vividly brought 
out 
by^ those 
interested 
is to the effect 
that as the river now is to be found 
each year it is marked with big floods 
which endanger thousands of 
people 
residing in Fort Wayne, Defiance and 
elsewhere. 
"If this state 
of 
affairs 
exists under the 
present 
conditions, 
would it not be much worse if the 
water was to be hurrried more rapidly 
down stream upon them?" is the ques- 
tion pointedly put by those opposing 
the improvement.

COMMISSION 
GOVERNMENT. 


On another page of this issue of The 
Sentinel will be found Ihe complete 
text of a bill prepared by Hon. Thomas 
E. Ellison as a proposed measure for 
establishing the commission form of 
government in Fort Wayne. 
In 
its 
general lines it has close correspond- 
ence with the commission governments 
of cities already operating under those 
more modern municipal forms, but Mr. 
Ellison has sought to apply principles, 
not details, to this city and his bill is 
what may be described as "specially 
designed." 


That sooner or later Fort Wayne 
and • other Indiana cities will desire 
to establish the commission form of 
city ^government seems more than a 
mere probability, if present agitation 
be a criterion. 
Already Fort Wayne's 
Commercial club has had a committee 
of competent and public-spirited men 
Investigate the operations of commis- 
sion government in cities that have 
had several years' experience. An in- 
creasing number of thoughtful men 
believe that Fort Wayne can be better 
and more economically governed by a 
commission than by the complex dua,l 
form;of legislative and executive gov- 
ernm^n£ :we now have. 


An effort will be made during the 
approaching , sèssion of the 
Indiana 
legislature to secure the passage of a 
measure to enable this and perhaps 
other cities to establish the commission 
foj-m of government. This Is not to say 
that Mr. Ellison's bill will be passed, 
but we think it quite likely his bill 
wljl be the basip-and framework of any 
other bill and that in large part its 
details will bé adapted to any similar 
measure 
proposed. 
The

text is printed today may become the 
law by which Fort Wayne will be gov- 
erned in the near future. It will be 
amply wOfth the while of every citizen 
of FOrt Wayne to read It, to get an 
understanding of its prinoiples, to di- 
gest its details and to gain a thorough 
comprehension <?f what the measure 
BèékB tp do.

Just a few days previous to his 
tragic death Fire Chief Horan had 
warned the governing powers In Chi- 
cago that there was 
an 
inadequate 
water supply In the stockyards region 
ánd that sooner or later would happen 
what did happen, though

with the shocking death of more than 
a score of firemen, including himself. 
Chicago has been warned repéatedly 
that certain shortcomings of hér water 
system will some day cost the city 
more than it can afford to pay. 
Fort 
Wayne has just been warned that in 
respect of a water supply in its rela- 
tion to fire protection this city is In a 
deplorable" state. 
That may be only 
the ex parte testimony of insurance 
men, but it is worth heed. At the city 
hall it is conceded that the water sup- 
ply Is ina(fequate and already steps are 
under wa^' to supply the deficiency. 
Just how far short of capacity to meet 
a really critical situation the water 
supply Is cannot be told. 
It would 
perhaps be worth while to make a test 
at a time when conditions seem to 
favor and ascertain precisely what the 
city must add to what it already has 
to take proper hostage against emer- 
gency. 
A test may disclose the sit- 
uation less grave even than pictured 
by conservative fears; and It may dis- 
close that the city is worse off than 
any has supposed. If there is not now 
adequate water supply, as it is hardly 
to be denied Is the case, then It must 
bé augmented. Fort Wayhe has grown 
rapidly—near a half In ten years—and 
its industries have multiplied and ex- 
panded. 
This means water consump- 
tion—water consumption with which 
water production has not kept pace

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Knud ^ Rasmussen is Bad 
Muckraker Says the 
Ex-E3q)lorer. , 


SOMEBODY LYma, TOO 


New York, Dec. 26.—By implication 
accusing Knud Rasmussen, the Danish 
explorer, of "«tOoping to the depths of 
a literary muckraker to get public at- 
tention," Dr. Frederick A. Cook, 
the 
Brooklyn ixplorer, gave out a reply last 
night to Rasmussen's recent attack on 
ihm (Cook), which was published on 
November 9 last. 


Incidental to this defense of his own 
narrative of Arctic 
exploration ^ Dr. 
CJook says that by Rasmussen's meth- 
ods of investigating Robert E. 
Peary 
could, with equal ease, be discredited, 
but declares that he "will take 
Mr. 
Peary's word in preference to either 
"that of Rasmussen or the Eskimos in 
the matter of his 
own 
accomplish- 
ments." 


Rasmussen's attack on Cook 
was 
sent by him to his wife in Copenhagen 
and bj' her made public. 
It contained 
what purported to be statements from 
Cook's two Eskimo companions In his 
north polar quest, Itukusuk and Apilak. 
Rasmussen said he did not personally 
talk with th^^Eskimos, but their state- 
ments were taken by two missionaries 
who were working in the country from 
which Dr. Cook said he started for the 
pole. 


Pith of Dane's Stories. 


These stories, in brief: 
"The Eski- 
mos left Annaotok %vith Cook, 
with 
eight sledges in February, slept once 
on the ice on the way to Ellesmereland 
and took four days to cross that land. 
Eighteen days out all but the two Es- 
kimo boys left. . The nineteenth day 
they changed their course 
westward. 
Later Apilak 
came 
upon Dr. 
Cook 
drawing a map. 
He asked him whose 
route tie v.as drawing. 


" 'My own," said the explorer, "but 
that," the statement makes the boy say, 
"was a lie, because he drew the map a 
long way out at sea, where we had 
never been." 


The Eskimo's statement 
continued 
that the party eventuailly reached Cape 
Seddon and wintered there, and at first 
sight of the sun they started home; 
that the explorer pi'omised 
them 
a 
gOod reward, but "we did not get the 
guns he promised us. He gave us only 
a knife, some matches and a useless 
boat." 


Commenting on this report, Rasmus- 
sen said: 
"I regard the report as ab- 
solutely authentic." 


Indians Please Questioners. 


In his statement Dr. Cook answers 
categorically the statements 
imputed 
to the Eskimo bo.vs, denying each in 
turn and giving reasons why he tliffiirs 
they should be considered fA.cts; de- 
clares that RasmuSsen has reason to 
dislike him CCook); says no effort was 
made to get at the truth in the alleged 
examination of the two boys, but that, 
on the contrary, they were plied" with 
leading questions designed to evolve 
the answers desired, and points 
Out 
what he terms the well known trait of 
all Indians to give answers which they 
believe will please their questioners. 


Dr. Cook says Rasmussen's reputa- 
tion as an Arctic sledge traveler rests 
upon a journey from 
Tassuasak 
to 
Cape 
York. 
"This 
trip," 
he 
says, 
"which is truly a wonderful one, was 
but a step in my return voyage, occu-

Twenty miles south of this place the 
South Canadian river, with its wastes 
Of sand, sweeps in long bends toward 
thé Arkaniasi iiito which it 
empties 
near the eastern boundary of the state. 
Along the Candían ^are 
bis 
cattle 
ranches and plantations, each with its 
hundreds of acres of Corn and wheat. 
Thè wheat is piánted in the fall and 
throughout the winter is green 
and 
Succulent, making fine pasturage. The 
corn fleldsi after the corn is gathered 
are given over to cattle. 
Often the 
corn is left on the stalks and the cat- 
tle turned into the fields to fatten. 


Thèse conditions 
have 
made 
the 
South Canadian river country, one of 
the finest regions tor hunting 
v ^ d 
geese to be found in Oklahoma. 
By 
day the fields afford thé geese excellent 
feéding grounds, and at night the sand- 
bars in the wide river make safe roost- 
ing places for thése wary birds. 


For fifteen years the most inveterate 
and successful hunter of wild geeSe on 
the South Canadian has been 
Coley 
Moulton, of Oklah0J?a City. NO sooner 
does a bliziard begin whistling in the 
north and a stinging sleet come from 
the driving clouds than it . Is up and 
awayHo the South Canadian for Moul- 
ton and Jackson, his hunting partner. 
They hunt methodically. 
The habits 
of wild geese afe constant, and once 
understood by the hunter the bagging 
of game is certain. 


Moulton hunts invariably with wild 
goose profile decoys, unless hè can get 
a live wild goosô as a caller. Hé owned 
one of the most noted live decoys in 
the southwest, a big fellow from Can- 
ada. brought down while on his 
South to the plashy reeds of the Gulf 
of Mexico. 


Half an hour after sunrise, as regu- 
larly as the return Of day, the wild 
geese begin flying from 
the 
South 
Canadian sandbars to the wheat fields, 
Where they remain feeding until about 
11 o'clock. 
They return to the sand- 
bars and sit dozing and sleeping in the 
sun until about 3 p. m. 
Then 
they 
Spread thèir broad pinions and go back 
to the fields, and do not rètufn to the 
bars for their night 
roosting 
until 
about Busk, their 
flight 
continuing 
often until half an hour after the sun 
has sunk below thé horizon. 


Moulton first sèarches the river bars 
to find where there is a roost, as wild 
geese will foost at the same place In- 
definitely unlèss driven away 
by 
a 
broadsjde from shotguns In ambush. 
Then they will ttiòvé Immediately to a 
new place. They have favorite feeding 
grounds In the wheat and corn fields, 
which rarely are changed. 


The only blind used by Moulton is a 
pit sunk In the ground with all éxca- 
i-ated ground or. sand 
carefully 
re- 
moved, ás a goose quickly detects a 
change in the lay of the land, and once 
his suspicion is aroused It is gOod-by 
to Mr. Goose in that particular locality. 
The geese are never permitted to see 
the building of thèse pit blinds, and 
for that reason the blinds on the sand- 
bars are built« between sunrise and 10 
a. m., and those in the fields between 
11 a. m. and 3 p. m. 


A number of profile decoys are set 
around the pit in such positions that 
the hunter, crouched in his pit, may 
peep cautiously between 
them 
and 
watch an approaching flight of geese. 
He should not 
make 
the 
slightest 
movement, èVèn with his head, after 
the first faint far-off honking reaches 
his cars. 
Nor should he expose his 
eyes when the geese are close to him. 
The wise old birds from Canada seem 
able to detect the human eye 
at 
a 
gre^t distance. 


Once the géese are in range Moulton 
and Jackson stand quickly erect and 
then begins a bang, click, bang, click, 
bang, click, 
as the 
automatics 
are 
pumped into the discordant clangor of 
flapping 
wings and struggling bodies. 
Thud, thud, thud! come tlie big birds 
thumping on the ground. A full grown 
goose measures five feét from tip to 
tip, and sometimes weighs as much as 
fifteen pounds; twelve pounds is a fair 
averoge, 


The Canada goose has almost preter- 
natural sagacity In detecting danger. 
But once deceived into believing there 
is no danger he 
will 
come 
whole 
heartedly to thé trap laid for him. At 
twenty yards in early 
twilight 
the 
leader of the flock will detect thé hun- 
ter crouched In his pit and Immedi- 
ately give his danger signal and his 
followers will begin scrambling sky- 
ward. 
In stormy weather late in the 
afternoon even the wise old 
gander 
that márshals his feathered host will 
fly sometimes within ttventy feet Of the 
guns. 


OftélP à thousand or more Canada 
gëese are seen in a single flock In a 
south Canadian wheat fleld. Do they 
fly in a single mass when moving from 
place to place? 
Moulton rélates this 
custom of the geêse which he has fre- 
quently obsen'ed: 


When a big flight begins moving it 
will divide into four or five divisions. 
In front at an altitude Of 200 feet will 
be a flock with the 
chosen, 
leader. 
Then lower down will come another 
flock, and still lower 
down 
another 
flock, until the last flock may be barely 
twenty-five feet above the ground. The 
first flock is high enOugly to view thé 
surroundings. 
If danger appears the 
danger signal is sounded and the flock 
mounts upward; out of reach, oí guns, 
and the otiwr.i flocks do likewise, all 
having time enough to reach a height 
of safety before they ]pas8 over the 
•guns.- 


To the eye of an inexperienced hUn- 
ter Wild tfeesè do not seem tO be more 
than three or tout *feet apart 
when 
flying; they ate really from ten to fif- 
teen feet apart 
In 'approaching, their 
séemlng dlitanoe of only »évétoty-llv« 
yards usually 1« àn actual distane« of 
from IBO tô ico y«td*.

That night a big gray 
wolf crept in from the timber and next 
morning only a handful of" feathers 
was left as a memento of Jojo.

In addition to detlailing the methods 
employed by the p a c k e r s of m e a t a n d 
eggs in p r e p a r i n g these products for

the chemical c o n d i t i o n 
of 
the 
food- 
stuffs. 
E x p e f l m e n t s conducted in the 
government laboratories a r e illustrated 
and the m e a n i n g of their results 
ex- 
plained. 


Freezing Does Not Kill Germs. 


Freezing m e a t does not kill bacteria 
is one of the generalizations 
reached 
in 
these experiments, 
a s reported 
in 
this interesting bulletin. 
While 
long 
holding in a frozen condition tends to 
kill a certain proportion of the germs, 
the period for so doing is beyond t h a t 
commercially practiced, says the bulle- 
tin, a n d by the time storage h a s been 
sufficiently long to destroy the bacteria 
the eating quality of the flesh is g r e a t - 
ly lowered. 


Neither does one freezing render the 
m e a t i m m u n e f r o m all f u t u r e c o n t a m - 
ination—a theory in which some pack- 
ers err. 


A f t e r the 
poultry 
has been 
chilled 
or frozen, the governent experts state, 
a low t e m p e r a t u r e should be constantly 
maintained until the m e a t reaches t h e 
oven.

n u m b e r of bacteria, a n d decomposition 
results more rapidly. 


T h e u t m o s t care, then, is necessary 
in every 
d e p a r t m e n t 
of packing

shipping. 
T h e railroad facilities 
m a y 
be Inadequate a n d destroy all t h e bene- 
ficial 
resuta of the care exercised 
in 
the chilling room of the packer; 
t h e 
retail m e n store the poultry in a n im- 
perfect icebox and all the good w^ork 
of t h e handlers who preceded him 
in 
the care of the m e a t m a y be c o u n t e r - 
balanced: the housewife m a y allow t h e 
dressed 
fowl 
to remain 
in a 
heated 
room 
without 
a n y 
a t t e m p t 
at 
m a i n - 
taining the t e m p e r a t u r e to which

m e a t h a s been subjected since it left

Great Necessity for Care. 
The necessity of care in all t h e de- 
p a r t m e n t s is s u m m e d u p in this section 
of the bulletin:

Unlike, poultrj'. eggs a r e not frozen; 
they a r e simply chilled. 
Tempei'atures 
low enough 
to freeze the eggs 
h a v e 
been shown t o be disastrous, both 
to 
the chemical analysis of t h e egg and 
the conditions for shipping. 
And 
yet 
the colder the eggs a r e kept 
w i t h o u t 
freezing, t h e 
better 
t h e 
prevention 
a g a i n s t 
deterioration. 


R e g a r d i n g the length of time 
eggs 
can be kept in cold storage, t h e gov- 
e r n m e n t experts h a v e f o u n d eggs t h a t 
h a v e 
been 
carefully selected, 
packed 
and stored still fit for food a t the end

months. 


"It is likely t h a t they will not soft

Were Buried in Wreekaga. 


An Instant after the crash of the 
locomotives, trainmen were burled be 
neath a twisted and splintered mass of 
Wreckage of the engines, to which the 
hiss of escaping steam and threatening 
fire lent an added horror. 


In the forward end 
of 
the 
first 
sleeper of the westbound train 
was 
another scene of wreckage where the 
combination baggage and club car had 
telescoped. 
Passengers were in some 
Instances Imprisoned In their berths 
unable to extricate themselves from the 
splintered furnishings of the Pullman 
car withput assistance. 
Farther back 
In the train, where the damage was 
not 80 great, they were merely hurled 
from their berths by thè force of the 
Impact. 


The wreckage cifught fire, but pas 
sengers and trainmen who were not 
disabled succeeded in extinguishing the 
flames before they had spread to reach 
the bodies of the imprisoned victims. 


Digging Out the Victims. 


Fireman Spore, of 
the 
westbound 
train, appears to have been the only 
trainman who was able to save him- 
self by Jumping an instant before the 
crash came. 
Scrambling 
from 
their 
berths, uninjured yassengers climbed 
forward and joined trainmen who were 
able to take up the work of digging 
out the victims from 
the 
mass 
of 
wreckage. 
In the chill night, working 
by the light of torches and trainmen's 
lanterns, the work of rescue went for- 
ward, but It was several hours before 
the body of the last of the dead train- 
men had been dug from beneath the 
wreckage of the engines and from the 
expréss cars where a mountain of top- 
pling freight had crushed the life out 
of the messenger, Horton. 


DeWltt C. Beebe, one of the bag- 
gagemen on the eastbound train, was 
still living when 
he 
was extricated 
from his wrecked car, but he died half 
an hour later at Nevada, and his re- 
mains were taken in charge by rela- 
tives at Lima, O. In the cases of the 
other fatalities, death 
was 
merciful 
and came instantly. 


Was Returning Home. 


Baggageman Horton had taken his 
regular run eastward on an 
earlier 
train, and was returning to his home 
in this city to spend Christmas when 
he met his death. 
This is tecnfcally 
known as "deadheading" back—that Is. 
he was returning In the baggage car, 
but was not working, and death came 
to him as he slept. 


'The opinion Is universal at the local 
offices that the accident was due to 
the fact that In some manner Engineer 
Craig, of the eastbound express train. 
Ignored the block lights that were set 
along the track io indicate that 
he 
was to take the cross-over to keep out 
of the way of the 
westbound 
train. 
The accident Is summarixed 
in 
the 
statement that 
Engineer 
Craig ran 
past a red block light. 
Local officials 
are unable ^o explain how he could 
have failed to observe and heed them. 
Miller was taking his first run as a 
student engineer on the ill-fated train. 


Overlookod Several Lights. 
From a point a short distance west 
of Nevada the road Is double-tracked, 
with automaiilc and Interlocking block 
signals at frequent intervals. 
At least 
one green light and several red lights 
which glowed along the tracks should 
have warned the east-bound expresa 
train to use the cross-over track and 
leave a clear track for the oncoming, 
passenger from the east. 


For some cause which railroad of- 
ficials 
can not 
comprehend, 
neither 
Engineer Craig nor his companion. En- 
gineer Miller, appear to have noticed 
the lights. 
Their train aped onward, 
meeting the west-bound passenger in 
the crash that cnufCed out six lives 
and 
aent 
desolation 
Into 
as 
many 
homes and sorrow Into countless oth- 
ers. 
It was but a short distance be- 
yond the third red block pasaed by En- 
gineer Craig that the trains came to- 
gether. 
It was one of the class of 
accidents that are regarded a« least 
likely to occur, for the safe-guard of 
the block signal system Is presumed to 
be practically certain, and the inher- 
ent training of every railroad man is 
such as to lead him to instantly grasp 
the significance of a red light wherever 
he aeea it. Perhai^ the precise man- 
ner in which tlvs lights came to be 
overlooked in this in^itance may never 
he known» for the engineer upon whom 
devolved responsibility for taking them 
Into account went down to his death 
in the horror. 


injuries Not Fatal. 
Engineer WHlla^m Slagle apd Fire- 
man C. H. Conley, who «are at St. Jo- 
n p h hospital, are not fatally injured. 
After the collision they were taken up 
by the relief party, jilaced oh board the 
second 
section of 
the 
Pennsylvania 
Special and brought to Fort Wayne, 
Dr. E. J. McOscar, who went to the 
scene 
of 
the 
wreck, 
accompanying 
them atid a,ttftnding them at the hòs- 
pitaJ.

Fireman Çonley has a gash in the 
back of the head, another above the 
mouth, at the side of the nose and an- 
other. over the Tight eye. 
He has a 
sprained back and his feet and legs are 
sore fut a. result of the Jump from the 
cab, He says he will recover ant^ Dr. 
McOscar also makes a similar àtàte- 
ment concerning his patient. 


Fireman H. R. âpore, who was with 
Engineer Slagle on the passenger train, 
is àt the hoapital in Creatline.. He also 
Jumped from the cab when he saw a 
collision waa about to happen, pitched 
forward tti the rocjc ballast and had 
his hanftS and faca slightly cut and 
bruised. 
' He waa also badly shaken up 
by striking the ground, but none of his 
wounds are of a lasting nor serloua 
character.' 


Injured Men Talk. 


Neither Engineer Slagle nor Fire 
man Conley, when interviewed at the 
hospftal Saturday; morning could give 
information concerning the sad affair, 
and would not exprçss an opinion as 
to the responsibility for It. Mr. Slagle 
said 
when the 
crash 
came he 
was 
caught in the cab and held there 
least two or three minutes. 
When he 
found that, he was able to move he be 
gan working his way out and was then 
taken care of by the other members 
the train crews. 
He did not even get 
a look at the trains after the collision^ 
but said that the only thing he knows 
about It is that his engine remained 
upright. 
When aaked regarding his 
orders. Engineer Slagle eaid: 
"I had 
orders for right-of-way between K 
and V A tower, a distance of three or 
four miles, and the collision occurred 
between those points." 


Shock to Fort Wayne. 


Quite aside from the 
unspeakable 
bereavement 
that 
saddened 
Fort 
Wayne homes by death upon the eve 
of Christmas festivities was the shock 
that came to-the people of the city 
when news of the catastrophe first be 
came public here. 
Early reports were 
wildly 
exaggerated, 
some 
accounts 
placing the number of killed as high 
as twenty-five. 


The news spread like wildfire, and 
upon every hand there were expres 
eions of sympathy for others In the 
Fort Wayne homes left desolate by 
death. 
Newspaper offices were 
be 
sieged by telephone and personal In 
quiry for news of the disaster, and 
the accident cast a deep pail of sad 
ness that contrasted strongly with the 
holiday spirit that was hourly ripen 
ing with the near approach of Christ 
mas day. The disaster will shroud In 
gloom Fort Wayne homes that other 
wise would have shared in tbjD Joys of 
thé holiday season-. 


Spent Afternoon Shopping. 


Engineer Miller spent his last after 
noon on earth down town with his 
wife, completing the Christmas shop 
ping that was to have contributed to 
the pleasure of the family in the home 
at 226 East Williams street. 
Mr. and 
Mrs. Miller spent the entire afternoon 
Friday at this pleasant task,- and the 
engineer, rejoicing over his advance 
ment to the rank of passenger, ongl 
neer, went out with the east-bound ex 
press train on his first run as a stu 
dent to learn the eastern division of 
the road more perfectly. 
Ho was to 
have returned to Fort Wayne tonight 
to spend Christmas with his wife and 
three children—the youngest a babe of 
but ten months. 
Miller had been a 
freight engineer and had lived in Fort 
Wayiib many years, the family coming 
to this city from Elida, Ohio. He was 
trustee and a steward of Simpson 
Methodist Episcopal church. 
Though 
almost 
prostrated 
by 
the 
frightful 
blow, Mrs. Miller bore up as bravely 
as possible for the sake of her little 
ones. 


Mr. Miller was born in Allen county 
O., 44 years ago, 
and was 
married 
October 
25, 
1894, 
to 
Miss 
Almedo 
Shook. 
He had been an employe of 
the Pennsylvania company for more 
than twenty years. 
Surviving mem- 
bers of the family Include the widow 
and the following children: 
Irene, 14; 
Robert, 5, and Mary Catherine, 1 year, 
The aged father, Henry Miller, also 
survives, togéther with three 
sisters 
and a brdther—Mrs. Harltha Pfelfer, 
Elida, O.; Mrs. Lizzie Long, in atlll- 
fornia; 
Clark Miller, Elida, O., and 
Mrs. Ella Strayer, Delphos. O. He was 
a men^ber of the Masonic fraternity 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers and the Pennsylvania Voluntary 
Relief association.

way managers and the engineers, re-

Stone, of the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Engineers an^ Mediator Charles 
P. Neill. 


No Details Given Out. 


None of the details In the plan of 
Mediator Charles P. Neill. on which 
both parties met in the conference waa 
announced. 
It was explained that thtf 
exact features of the agreement would 
have to be drawn up in their specifio 
forms and the whole signed before the 
basis of settlement 
would be 
made 
public. It was admitted, however, that 
Mr. Neill's plea that each side make 
concessions in the common cause <.f 
peace had been successful. 
Up to the 
time of Commissioner Neill's arrival, 
the engineers were seeking practically 
seventeen per cent increase in the old 
pay. 
The railroads had agreed to a 
raise approximating 9y3 per cent. 
As 
early as Thursday 
it was 
conceded 
by both sides that only a small mar- 
gin of difference .separated them, but 
that 
each side 
feared that 
greater 
questions than that of wages are be- 
ing brought in. 


Neill at End of His String. 
When today'.s conference was begun, 
Mr. Neill announced that his efforts 
were about concluded and that unless 
the conferees reached a settlement to- 
day there was little use for him to re- 
main in Chicago. 
Visions of arbitra- 
tion under the Erdman act on the one 
hand and of a long destructive strike 
on the other brought the opponents to- 
gether within an hour after the con- 
ference began. 


Attorneys and stenographers at once 
began to draw up the agreement be-

I want to show what Scripture says 
about the state of things that Christ 
is going to find when he c o m e s back. 
We celebrate Christmas in honor of 
the first Advent; how will things be 
on this old earth when he comes again? 
. In the third chapter of the last let- 
ter Paul ever wrote, which was writ- 
ten to Timothy, we find what he says 
will happen in the last days; 
"But 
know this, that in the last days griev- 
ous times shall come; for men shall be 
lovers of self, lovers of money, boast- 
ers, heady, railers, disobedient to par-, 
ents, unfaithful, unholy, without nat- 
ural affection, 
rebellious 
slanderers, 
without self-control fierce, no lovers of 
good, traitors, headstrong, puffed up, 
• lovers of pleasure rather than lovers 
of God." 
Mark these words: 
"Hold- 
ing the form of godliness, but having 
denied the power thereof. 
From such 
B-lso turn away. For of these are they 
that creep into houses and take cap- 
tive silly women, laden with sins, with 
divers lusts, ever learning and never 
able to come to the knowledge of the 
truth." 


Unfilial Children. 


Study this, and after looking around, 
compare such a situation with what we 
see every day. 
We see disobedience, 
we seek lack of 
natural 
affection. 
A j-oung man who has had devoted 
care, who has had the best of moth- 
ers, will fall 
in 
love with 
some 
frivolous, godless, 
Chrlstleas 
woman, 
who win in six weeks take him away 
from his owji mother, and 
he 
will 
stamp the latter's tears and prayers 
and groans into the dust. 
He will get 
in with a worldly young man, a frivol- 
ous, light-headed young man, and will 
be taken right away irom His parents. 
All done in a few months. 
Isn't this 
happening all the time ? To me. one 
of the saddest things of the present 
day Is that so many men are void of 
natural affection. 
If a young man In 
China should treat his father as some 
young men do in this country, they 
would kill him. 
They would say that 
such a monster wasn't fit to be per- 
mitted to live. 
Easy enough to talk 
about the "heathen Chinee," but we 
can learn something from them. 
A 
man may come into my house and steal 
my money, but the boy that 
comes 
home- any night drtinS, and who when 
the parents remonstrate, gives curses— 
great horrors! 
If my boy wants to 
murder me, I want him to do so at 
once. 
How many men today are kill- 
ing their parents by inches! 
natural affection!"

facts? 


"Lovers of money!" Why. less than 
a hundred years ago, I suppose we had 
scarcely half a dozen millionaires; now 
a hundred mllUons don't satisfy some 
of them. 
If they get a hundred mil- 
lions, they want two hundred, and if 
they get two hundred millions, they 
want four. And so they go on multi- 
plying. "Lovers ot money!" And that 
Isn't the worst of it. 
They 
have 
"form" of religion, a "form" of godli- 
ness, but deny the power. 


The World's Condition. 
"Selfish!" Why does 
a 
man 
get 
drunk—to please his wife? 
No! 
To 
please his own self. Why does a man 
gamble away evers^ cent he has? 
To 
please his family? 
No! 
He does it 
for his own gratification. 
Why, my 
dear friends, there's little self-denial, 
and the fires of martyrdom have gone 
out. I will admit; but I will tell you 
what—there are other things that have 
come in, and men today are professing 
to serve God when they are gratifying 
themselves, and care very little about 
God or his cause. 
They have the 
"form." 
Every nation has a "form.' 
Go Into France, and they have a "form 
of. religion. 
Into Germany and Eng- 
land, they have a "form" of religion; 
and I will tell you that they've got a 
good deal of "form" In this country;— 
dead, cold, lifeless formalism. "Having 
a form of godliness, but denying the 
power." 
That's where we are.

Every 
theater In Chicago is*open twice on 
Sabbath. I remember when they could 
not open once; there was a moral sen- 
timent against it; but now they are all 
open on the Sabbath. 
Many a church 
jto . empty, and people laugh and sneer 
at the old Book. 
They call the man 
v^ho believes In that old Book puritanic 
—let him go back to New England! 
•liiey have a "form" of going to church 
on Sunday morning and the

Sunday afternoon, giving up the day 
to recreation and society, turning the 
rest of the day Into a holiday—going 
off boating, skating, or to dinner par- 
ties. 
Professed Christian fathers and 
mothers are putting temptations before 
their sons and daughters, and the re- 
sult Is, their daughters are marrying 
young men, slaves to drink, and there 
comes home a drunken husband, and 
the result is a divorce and a smashup. 
But many people tell us the times are 
ipuch better, and If you say they are 
not, you are reckoned a pessimist. 
I 
would rather go to the old Book, and 
see what it says. 
Paul tells the state 
of things that we are going to have. 


Luke 17:2ft—"And as it was In the 
days of Noe, so shall it be also In the 
days of the Son of Man. They did eat, 
they drank, they married wives, they 
^isre given in- marriage^ until the day 
' that Noe entered the ark, and the flood 
came and destroyed them all. 
Like- 
wise also as It was in the days of Lot.; 
they did eat, they drank, they bought, 
they sold, they planted, they bullded. 
; But the same '¿ay/ that Lot went out of 
SddOm it rained Are 
and 
brimstone 
from heaven and destroyed them all.". 
Now this Is the teaching of the Son 
God, beat« in mind. 
?Even 
thus 
ucliall it he in the days that the Son pt' 
tain 
In that day he which 


stuff in the house, let him not come 
down to take it away; and he that is in 
the field, let him likewise not return 
back. 
Remember' Lot's wife! 
Who- 
soever shall seek to save his life shall 
lose it; and whosoever shall lose his 
life shall preser\'e it." 
Then people 
turn around and say, "Hasn't the day 
of Christ proved a failure?" There are 
a great many men who have proved 
failures to lay hold of the 
day 
of 
Christ. 
Thank God, there are some 
who have laid hold and the kingdom 
of God has been set up within them. 
And if the world doesn't lay hold of 
Christ, it must perish. 
That's 
the 
teaching of Scripture. 


The Signs of His Coming. 


Then another class say, "If you teach 
that, you discourage work." I think a 
man will work all the better when he 
sees there's destruction in the world. 
But you say, "Are there 
not 
more 
Christians in the world than ever?" 
Our citizenship is up yonder, not dowft 
here, and our busineess is to occupy 
till he comes. 
If I see a vessel going 
to pieces on the rocks, God tells me to 
rescue all I can, and that's my busi- 
ness; not to play 
cards 
and 
drink 
whisky, but haste to the rescue. 
Save 
all you can. 


Turn to the 19th chapter, the 13th 
verse: 
"He called his ten servants and 
r \jvered unto them ten pounds, and 
said unto them, occupy till I come." 
That's our business, too—occupy till 
he comes. 
Now, in Matthew 24:48— 
"And if that evil servant shall say in 
his heart. My lord delayeth his com- 
ing; and shall begin to smite his fel- 
low-servants, and to eat and drink with 
the drunken, the lord of that servant 
shall come In a day when he looketh 
not for him, and In an hour that he is 
not 
aware 
of, and 
shall 
cut 
him 
asunder, and appoint him his portion 
with the hypocrites: 
there shall be 
weeping and gnashing of teeth." 


But men say today, "Where is the 
sign of his coming? 
Where Is the 
sign? 
We don't believe that promise 
of his coming back." What's the trou- 
ble? 
Thé church has got In with the 
world, 
eating 
and 
drinking 
and 
carousing, instead of testifying against 
the wickedness of the world. 
If I go 
into the world, then I must take the 
Judgment that it gets. 
When judg- 
ment fell upon Sodom, Lot had to take 
his share. 
He lost everything. 
If a 
man becomes a worldly Christian, and 
makes his boast that he is a paj'ing 
church member and not a praying one, 
and seems to laugh at the idea, 'the 
time is coming when God will deal with 
him. 
Now see what Peter has to say 
in II Peter 3:3—"There shall come in 
the last days scoffers, walking after 
their own lusts, and saying. Where Is 
the promise of his coming? for since 
the fathers fell asleep, all things con- 
tinue as they were from the beginning 
of the creation." 
That's the language 
today. 
"There's no danger of his com- 
ing." I'll tell you. hosts of people will 
call me a crank, even crazy, in talking 
about the Lord's coming back. 
Of 
course that's nothing to me. 
It is to 
teach what he taught. When the ser- 
vant knows above his Master, he had 
better get out of the business. 
It is 
what God says, and not my theory or 
your theory; and If Paul says it is go- 
ing to be dark when the Lord Is to re- 
turn,, and if Peter teaches it, I will 
stand in their company—pretty good 
company! 
I'd rather be with 
them 
than with the modern teachers who are 
teaching against the Book. 


First, the Son of God has 
come. 
You'll all admit that. Second, the Son 
of God has gone back. Third, the Holy 
Ghost has come. He promised he would 
send him. 
And, now, fourth, I think 
we have reason to believe that he him- 
self will come back. 
Now there are 
four facts. 
Let us hold on to them. 
I cannot understand all the program 
that's going to take place when he 
comes. 
Many things took place at his 
birth. 
Some one has said that a wife 
may not understand about the hus- 
band's ledger and his business, but she 
does desire to hear his footfall when 
he comes home at night. 
And I can 
keep watching and waiting and desir- 
ing the coming of my Lord, doing what 
he tells me to do. 
He says, "Little 
flock, fear not: don't be afraid." 
The 
little flock will hear his voice, and he 
Is coming to take his own out of this 
world. 
He will know whom to bless. 
It is not the man who professes. 
He 
Is weary of your sham professions. 
I 
was In a place some months ago, and 
a minister was very profuse towards 
me, saying: 
"I think a great deal of 
you, but my pastoral duties have been 
so great that I couldn't get around to 
your meetings." 
I didn't ask him to 
come, but I happened to hear that hé 
was at the theater twice In the next 
week. 
That's what I .call a sham, and 
that's all there is about It. 


As to the Millennium. 


We can't fool God! 
You can't de- 
ceive him. What God wants Is truth In 
the heart. He wants a r/eal man, not a 
sham. 
And when he comes, he will 
gather his own to himself. 
You take 
some pieces of steel and throw them 
into some sawdust, and take a great 
strong magnet and thrown It over the 
sawdust, and every particle of steel 
will flow to the magnet. There wouldn't 
any sawdust 
flow. 
And when 
the 
great Magnet comes to 
this 
world 
every particle will fly up to be with the 
Lord. 
When he teaches this, let you 
and I teach It. I don't believe there Is 
to be a millennium until 
he comes. 
Some think there's a millennium now. 
It is a queer kind of millennium. 
If 
this is the millennium, I pity the wife 
that has got a drunken husband who 
comes home and kicks her, bites her, 
knocks the children around 
so 
that 
some of therii will go down to their 
graves cripples. Look at the drunken- 
ness in.these citiesr look at the licen- 
tiousness; "look at the accursed sin. of 
adultiBty in' these cities/ 
And people 
tell us that Christ is reigning now! 


Now, rir tell .you, man Js going to 


have his. 
I tell you that the Lord is 
going to set up his kingdom and reign 
in his glory. The time is coming when 
the thoughts of men will only be the 
echo of God's voice on this earth. He 
will have a thousand years of his own 
and teach us then what the reign will 
be. Talk about my being a pessimist! 
Í am far from that. 
I believe error is 
to be put down and righteousness is to 
prevail, and I expect to be back here. 
The nation is going to be borii-in a day. 
I have the idea that the Jews will come 
in in a day. I would rather have Paul's 
little finger than the whole hand of 
others. 
We are a poor lot; after hav- 
ing done all, we are "unprofitable ser- 
vants." 


Asleep and Don't Know It. 


Some one picked me up because I 
said we were a poor lot. Well, I'll tell 
you, from my standpoint we are a mis- 
erable lot, the whole crowd of us, and 
I wonder sometimes 
that 
the 
Lord 
doesn't send the angels. 
Talk about 
our sacrifices! 
What have we done? 
Shame on the Christianity of this cen- 
turj' of ours. 
Do you suppose that sin 
could hold up its head and rejoice as 
it does in our cities—the 
wretched- 
ness, the drunkenness and licentious- 
ness coming out on the streets on any 
night—if the church of God was on 
fire? 
No! 
The trouble is, we are 
asleep and don't know it. 


I caused a man to get angry once 
and he hit me; 
went 
at 
me 
and 
knocked me down. 
It 
was on 
the 
street in Chicago, and the fellow was 
freezing to death; and just before a 
man freezes he is in a woeful condi- 
tion. 
I saw the fellow was freezing 
and I began to pound him, and when 
he got mad he went for me and I ran 
away and left him. 
And so with the 
church members—they wake up awful- 
ly mad. 
But they don't like to have 
me say so. They're cultured and wiser 
now than they were formerly, and a 
good deal better than the general run. 


My dear friends, the devil does blind 
the worid and sin does deceive us. Let 
us get back to -the idea that Christ is 
going to come, what is declared in the 
Book is going to be done, and there 
Isn't any power In hell that can hinder 
him from doing it. 
Thank God. the 
time is rolling on and the outlook is 
bright. 
It may be dark before day- 
dawn, but he is coming. 


I went to the Lord's table for years 
and never saw the coming of the Lord 
in that. 
I was all the time looking 
back to his death, because I 
didn't 
read the Scripture straight. 
"As oft 
as ye eat this bread and drink this 
wine, ye show forth the Lord's death 
until I come." It is a continuation; it 
reaches from his death until his re- 
turn. 
We are to use our talents until 
he comes. 
That's what we are down 
here for—not card-playing, 
dancing 
and theater-going. 
The world is never 
going to be lifted up by dancing, the- 
ater-going minister^ 
If the ministers 
don't dò that, my words won't hurt 
them ; if they do it. let them howl. 
Keep on fighting day and night until 
he comes; if we don't succeed today, 
we will keep at It tomorrow. 
He is 
coming back. We are to endure tribu- 
lation until he comes. We are to suffer, 
but the crowning 
time 
is 
coming. 
Thank God for the glorj- and the out- 
look! 
We are to go outside the camp 
bearing his reproach and be patient 
until he. comes. 
Let us not be im- 
patient, but patient. 
We are to wait 
for the crown of life. 
We don't win 
an earthly crown. Christ will give us 
a crown of life and a crown of glorj' 
when he comes. 
A crown of glory 
that fadeth not away, when he comes. 
We don't get it until then. That is the 
crowning time. 


But what a day will burst upon the 
earth! 
The time of our redemption 
draweth ,jiear. 
He may be coming In 
his chariot to earth, but we wait for 
our inheritance until he comes. 
We 
are going to have an Inheritance worth 
sometliing. 
What Is your inheritance 
down 
here? 
A man only - gets his 
house up and finishes it, and when it 
is "finished" he is^ gone. 
But by and 
by we shall have ' an inheritance and 
come into possession of it when he 
comes. We wait for the reunion with 
loved ones until he comes. 
He says 
that when Christ comes he is going to 
bring our loved ones with him. 
Th^t 
sainted mother v/e lost years ago Is 
coming back. She is coming with.him. 
TTie children are coming back. 
Isn't 
there comfort in this doctrine? 
The 
devil has tried to make us believe this 
is not real. He will bring all the saints 
gathered for six thousand years. 
Paul 
is coming back; Moses the great law- 
giver, Elijah, Enoch, will be back, 
see some of you wiping your 
eyes. 
Well you might. 
Thank God for the 
promise of seeing our loved ones again. 
They are going to come,«sure. 
He has 
promised it, to bring them with him. 
We, with our bodies, shall be caught 
up in the air, to be forever with him, 
never to be separated, "to go no more 
out forever." Then we are to wait for 
Satan to be bound until he comes. Get 
the devil bound! 
You laugh. 
I am 
stating facts. 
Put It down^ 
He has 
promised to bind him. Put it down! 


Temperance is 
going 
to 
prevail. 
They laugh at us now, and call us 
fanatics, but we are on the winning 
side. 
Christ is coming, back to bind 
the devil and to put him down, and 
righteousness will flow through all this 
earth. 
Get on the winning side! Gtst 
on the winning side, man! 
Leave the 
devil In his r^anks. 
You will want to 
be with us thipn, sure. 
Suppose they 
do sneer at you. Haven't you courage 
ta stand up for the right? If you think 
I am talking Action, go to the old Book, 
and If that, Book don't teach what I 
have been teaching, come and téli me. 
If I ani right, you had better get on my 
platform as quick ás you can. 
Christ 
Is coming, and going to -establish his 
throne on the earth. 
Three, times In 
the closing up of this Book he says, "I 
come quicklj-.'' It will seeitf'.but a lit' 
tie while In eternity; it wlU seem like

In telling his experienec he often re- 
cited "The Bird With a Broken Wing,' 
written by Hezekialj Butterv/orth, who 
tells this story of its composition: Dr. 
Lorimer. of Tremont Temple, preached 
a sermon on "Samson Grinding at the 
Mill." saying, with reference to Sam- 
son, "The bird with a broken pinion 
never soars as high again." 
Mr. But- 
terworth said the words came to him 
as a lightning flash of truth. 
He went 
home and wrote the poem. 


The converted convict has been for 
several years now an earnest Christ|ian 
worker, preaching much and with great 
power to audiences of criminals. 
And 
it is true of him, as expressed in the 
song: 


"But the bird -with a, broken pinion 
Kept another from the snare; 
And the life that sin had stricken 
Raised another from despair." 


This be our aim, as it was the Sav- 
iour, to keep the young and unwary 
from the snares of the devil, and res- 
cue those who are led captive by him 
at his will.

You^g King Rehoboam wanted to be 
advised, at least he thought he did. 


"He took counsel with the old men," 
who were probably the friends of his 
father, King Solomon. 
It was at the 
time of his accession to the 
throne. 
Great and prosperous had been 
the 
reign of King Solomon. 
All of his 
cups and plates were of gold. 
None 
v.-ere of silver. 
It was nothing ac- 
counted of in the days of King Solo- 
mon. 
Indeed, ha made silver in Jeru- 
salem as stones. (I Kings 10:21-27). 
All oi: this magnificence brought heavy 
taxation upon the people, for some- 
body had to pay for the luxurious cus- 
toms of the king. 
And when Reho- 
boam was made king, the people ap- 
pealed to him to have 
their 
taxes 
lightened. 
And so he asked advice of 
the old men. They did not say, "Make 
the taxes of the people less." 
Neither 
did they advise the continuation of the 
heavy taxes, but they did say: 
"Be a 
servant unto this people, answer them 
and speak good words to them, and 
they will by thy servants forevei*." In 
brief, the old men advised the j-oung 
king to be a friend of the people. But 
the advice did not please King Reho- 
boam. 
He had visions of kingly glory 
and magnificence equal to, if not sur- 
passing, that possessed by his father, 
and so he rejected the advice of the old 
men. 


What the Young Advised. 


"And took counsel with the young 
men." those of his own age, and with 
whom he had grown up. 
They would 
therefore be all the more 
likely 
to 
reflect his own feelings. They were in 
the mood of greatly increasing 
the 
taxes of the people, and they made 
very odious and discourteous compari- i 
sons. 
They advised King Rehoboam 


Rehoboam. 
It quite fitted in with his 
ideas, 
sso he gave the command that 
alter three days the 
people 
should 
come before hira, and iiear what he 
had to say to them. 
They were mar- 
shaled by the great labor leader Jero- 
boam, the master workman. 
And to 
the expectant throng, the king deliv- 
ered his cruel message. 
We are not 
told whether or not the people were 
struck dumb, or v/heilier a great wail 
went up from them, but a breach was 
made that day. 
There was a revolt, 
and the 
kingdom 
v/as 
divided—ten 
tribes left Rehoboam, and made Jero- 
boam their king. 
Two tribes only i'®- 
mained loyal to King Rehoboam, and 
they were never Joined again. 
Xoi 
only did Israel forsake their king, but 
they also forsook their God, as we. shall 
learn in the l-jssons that are to follow. 


How different it all would have been 
if the young man Rehoboam had fol- 
lowed the advice of the old men! 
A 
good fairy called her assistant^ and 
sliowed her a golden box. 
"Take this 
box," she said, "and lock it carefully 
in the safe. 
It contains good advice." 
"Mj- mistress," replied the assistant, 
"why should v.e lock up good advie«? 
No one will ever take it." 


Let us compare the young King Re- 
hoboam. who was probably twenty-one 
years of age when he came to the 
throne, with his father. King Solomon, 
who was a boy seventeen years of age 
when he succeeded to the throne of hlis 
father, King David. We know the storv 
well—how the Lord appeared in a vis- 
Ion to Solomon as he was sleeping, and 
said to him, "Ask what I shall give 
thee." 
How wonderful was the reply 
of the youth: 
"Give they servant an 
understanding heart to .ludge thy peo- 
ple. that I may discern between good 
and evil; for who is able to judge this

to say to the people, "My father chas- j thy great people?" 
And we are told 
tised you with whips, but I will chas- 
tise j'ou with scorpions." 
This prob- 
ably referred to the manner of secur- 
ing public labor on public works, where 
men worked under the lash for King 
Solomon, but the young men would 
have King Rehoboam use lashes with 
bits of sharp cornered metal fastened 
in that would tear the 
flesh. 
"Tell 
them that you v.-ill add to their yoke 
(their burdens) and that you will be 
more than three times as hard upon 
them as your father has been; as much 
harder as the little finger Is larger 
than the loin." 


All of this pleased the young King 


that the young king's reply 
pleased 
the Lord, that he had asked for wis- 
dom instead of long life, or riches, and 
that he had not sought power over his 
enemies. Place these two pictures side 
by 
side. 
Solomon, the God-loving, 
teachable young man, with Rehoboam. 
the self-willed young man who sought 
wisdom of his fellow-men instead of 
God. 


"Lord, pray thee, open his eyes that 
he may see." 
We feel itlie making 
this praj-er for all young men who are 
like Rehoboam, even w'ors?. for they 
do not even take counsel with old peo- 
ple, and they promptly reject the ad- 


vice given by parents or grandparents 
if it is offered to them. 
This prayer 
was just made by the prophet Ellsha 
for his young manservant when the 
Syrian host had come to the town of 
Dothan. where Ellsha and his servant 
were, to capture them. . The 
young 
man was not blind, but he did not see 
with the eye of faith. 
And when the 
Lord did open his eyes, he saw that the 
host of heaven which had been sent 
for protection far outnumbered the at- 
tacking force (II Kings 6:8-17). 
The 
result of that prayer was more won-: 
derful than any oculist eA'er achieved. 


There was one j'oung man who woul<i^ 
not open his eyes, although he was bid-J 
den by the Lord Jesus himself what to, 
do. "Go, sell that which thou hast, andj 
give to the poor, and thou shalt hava 
treasure in heaven; and come, folloT* 
me." 
And 
the young man, 
though 
rich in money and lands, went away 
from Jesus sorrowful and^blind; 
the 
eyes of his soul were blind. 
Rehoboam 
was just such a young man—rich, very 
rich in titles and lands which he had 
inherited from his father. King Solo- 
mon; but the cause of the poor and the 
oppressed did not appeal to him. 
Wo 
are not told whether or not the rich 
young ruler who came to Jesus was 
able to hold on to his possessions; but 
we ar« told that Rehoboam lost th® 
greater part of his kingdom. We, read 
In I Chron. 21:5—"All they of Isi-ael 
were a thousand thousand and a hun- 
dred thousanad men that drew sword" 
(one million, one hundred 
thousand 
warriors). 
These were all lost to Re- 
hoboam. because he did not ask wis- 
dom of God. and refused the wise ad- 
vice of the old men.' He lost beside 
these the great multitude of men who 
did not bear arms and the great com-' 
pany of women and children, probably 
between three and four millions of peo- 
ple. 
He lost also lands and treasure, 
a tract of P.oon square miles, while he 
remained king over about 3.000 square 
miles. 
His greatest misfortune was 
the number of enemies he made. 
As 
King Solomon was greater than King 
David, so we might have expected that 
King Rehoboam would be greater than 
King Solomon. 
But how he dwindled 
in a single day to a ruler over a small 
extent of territory; 


"T.ord. open the eyes of young men 
to see the cowardice of following the 
crov.'d in sinning." 
And also we pray: 
"Open the eyes of young men to see 
the nobility of Christian courage."

The bill embodies Senator Ellison's 
view? rpgarding modern municipal gov- 
ernment, 
and his 
suggestions 
will 
doubtless be taken largely into account 
by the committee representing various 
Indiana cities which is expected to go 
before the coming legislature and urge 
the passage of an enabling act to give 
Indiana cities a commission form of 
government. 
It is even possible that 
Sepdi^tor Ellison's bill may furnish the 
very ground work for the law for which 
a movement is now under %vay in In- 
diana. 


Improves Des Moines Plan. 


While in a. general way the system 
knoyvrn as the Des Moines plan has 
been followed, the measure drafted by 
Senator Ellison contains a number of 
provisions which its author believes 


vastly Improve the system as it is now 
in operation in Iowa and other states. 


Perhaps the most striking variation 
is that Mr. Ellison'« bill provides for 
the election of no mayor. It makes the 
governing power a body of five men 
whom he calls directors instead of 
commissioners, 
and 
empowers 
this 
board to elect one of its own members 
as presiding offlcer. The term of offlc6 
is made four years instead of two, as 
in the Iowa plan. 


Enlarges Home Rule, 


The Ellison measure also 
enlarges 
the power of the board of directors 
and invest It with authority to perform 
any- governmental function, or do any- 
thing that the people of the city may 
authorize by a vote under an ordinance, 
the effort being to provide the largest 
measure of home Biile for cities.

endum and the recall features are all 
retained in the Ellison bill, and there 
is the further provision that the direc- 
tors themselves may refer any propo- 
sition or ordinance to the people for 
decision by a vote.

next summer they will be prepared 
for all emergencies. 


Mr. Howland in his talk yesterday 
characterized local conditions as de 
plorable. He says the office system is 
had, that the maps showing the loca 
tion of mains and stations has not 
been corrected for several years/and 
there are no diagrams by which the 
location of valves and machinery can 
be obtained. 
He also said that there 
is not more than a day's supply in 
the reservoir for domestic 
consump- 
tion and that 
as high as 7,500,000 
gallons have been used in one day 
with a total pumping capacity of only 
8,260,000. 


Mr. Shell found fault with the build- 
ing code, but admitted that the pro- 
visions for storing gasoline and ex- 
plosives is good if it were enforced 
He said automatic fire doors ought to 
be required and after pointing out the 
defects he urged the adoption of the 
national building code. 


Mr. Fredericks' principal objection 
to the fixe protection as it concerns 
the department directly, there are not 
enough boxes and that 65 per cent, of 
the calls are made by te'ephone. 
He 
says people get excited and don't give 
locations properly, but did not 
ex- 
plain why a person 
who could not 
keep cool 
enough 
to 
tell ->,a story 
straight by telephone could be ex~ 
pected to 'locate a call box and pull 
the lever. 


He said that the hay at No. 1 sta- 
tion is stored with oi i\v a thin wall 
between it and the valuable machin- 
ery of the alarm system and that this 
also applies to thé sleeping room' of 
the men and that a flre at headquar- 
ters would result in the destruction 
of the apparatus, the system and the 
probable loss of life.

"This department is constantly re- 
ceivingr letters from persons all over 
the United States who have 'actually 
seen' a meteorite fall and want Infor- 
mation in regard to it. 
Samples of 
these which have been sent on for ex- 
amination usually prove to be nothing 
more than masses 
of 
furnace 
slag, 
metallic iron, grartite, etc. 


"The number of 
persons 
actually 
finding authentic meteorites is hardly 
greater than 1 per cent, of the entire 
number. 
This may perhaps be caused 
by the low angle of incidence charac- 
teristic of the fall of many meteorites, 
but it is a fact that even the most ex- 
perienced of observers have been mis- 
taken, and stones 'actually seen' to 
strike the earth in nearby fields have 
been ultimately found even miles away. 


"Then, too, the newspapers have in 
many instances printed startling ac- 
counts of the fall of meteorites, 
in- 
stances where persons were hit and 
seriously injured and houses 
struck 
and damaged. 
As a matter of fact, 
there is no authentic record of a me- 
teorite ever having done any damage, 
its impact with the earth being scarce- 
ly more than that due to gravity. 


People should • realize that meteor- 
ites are not to be found in every field, 
nor do they fall with any amount of 
frequency. 
In all the known collec- 
tions of the world today 
there 
are 
specimens of only about 800 meteor- 
ites. 
The number of specimens them- 
selves may be much in excess of that 
number, but these are simply dupli- 
cate specimens of the same meteorite. 


Since I have been connected with 
the Smithsonian institution many cases 
&Î the supposed finding of meteorites 
have come under my notice. 
One of 
the most startling instances of the fall 
of a meteorite was chronicled in a re- 
liable newspaper not long ago, 


"The meteorite, which was reported 
to be 'immense,' it was said, exploded 
with a loud report when wthin 100 feet 
of the ground. 
The windows of the 
place rattled and there was a shower 
of splintered iron on the roofs. 
The 
country was lighted up for miles and 
people were terrorized. 
Seeing the re- 
port of this, an investigation was at 
once begun by writing to persons liv- 
ing in the vicinity of where the phe- 
nomenon had occurred. 


"In reply a letter was received from 
a man to whom the matter had been 
referred and who had 
been 
recom- 
mended to me as 'a man of good repu- 
tation.' In his letter he verified all the 
points brought out in the newspaper 
account and gave some additional data 
in regard to its color, shape, etc. 


"Further investigations of the matter 
were underaken with a view of obtain- 
ing. f possible, a specimen of the me- 
teorite. 
None 
wa'^ found whatever, 
but it- was discovered that the 'phe-^ 
nomenon' chronicled had been caused 
by the explosion of some 
dynamite 
which the boys of the neighborhood 
had stolen. 


Another newspaper clipping which 
came under my notice reported that a 
man had been hit by a meteorite. 
It 
stated that It struck him 'so terrible a 
blow that he was found senseless near 
his home with a crushed and fractured 
skull.' In describing the stone the ar- 
ticle went on to state that It was 'the 
size of an orange, strangely corrugated 
and marked with widmanstatten, 
or 
peculiar 
srystalllné 
figures. 
Miner- 
alogists who saw it declare it is un- 
questionabl - of meteoric origin.' 


The article also went on to State 
that the man's condition was critical, 
and that he had been removed to a hos- 
pital. 
Correspondence with thé post- 
master.of the city in which the acci- 
dent took place was entered into. 
He 
in turn communicated with the phy- 
sician attending the injured man, who 
made the statement that the rbstacle 
which had struck the man was an or- 
dinary- stone thrown by a neighbor. 


'A somewhat similar case was that 
of a report stating that -by the fall of 
an aerolite a residence 
was 
partly 
wrecked and the neighborhood panic- 
stricken. "fhe meteor struck the nprth 
end of the house tearing away a part 
of the upper storj-.' 
When this was 
investigated I received word that it 
v/as 'all a hoax: nothing pf the kind 
struck the house.' "

Probably the only farm located with- 
in the corporate limits of Fort Wayne 
—at least, the only farm of such 
a 
great acreage—is that of the St. Vin- 
cent's Orphan Home for Girls, an in- 
stitution under the care of the Catho- 
lic church, on the Goshen road, in the 
extreme north part of the city; a farm 
which consists of forty-five acres of 
land and on which are the magnificent 
buildings of the home—a home where 
friendless 
orphans, 
who 
otherwise 
would be left upon the charity of the 
cold world, are caret! for, educated and 
equipped for the duties of life upon 
which they afterwards enter. 


The home is not a new one to Fort 
Wayne. 
It has stood there for twenty 
years. The land, then only twenty-five 
acres, was purchased when Rt. Rev. J. 
H. Luers was the bishop of the dio- 
cese of Fort Wayne, ahd the present 
main building was erected during the 
bishopric of Rt. Rev. Joseph Dwenger, 
at a cost of $49,289. Afterwards other 
buildings were erected, the acreage of 
the farm increased and today it stands 
as one of the best equipped homes of 
the kind ,to be found anywhere. 


The Christmas Joy. 
Interest attaches to 
this 
orphans' 
home just now because of the fact that 
with the coming of Christmas, Sunday 
collections for the home and also the 
^ome for the orphan boys at Lafayette 
will be taken 
in 
all 
the 
Catholic 
churches of the diocese, and because 
of the additional fact that on Christ- 
mas morri and on Monday evening of 
next v.eek the joy of Christmas will 
be carried to the hearts of the St. Vin- 
cent children. 


They will have a Christmas tree Sat- 
urday evening ahd 
Sunday 
morning 
presents will be given to each orphan 
girl—gifts that come to them through 
the kindness of the Knights of Colum- 
bus—and on Monday 
evening 
there 
will be a grreat Christmas entertain- 
ment at the institution, attended by 
Bishop Alerding, the clergj- and many 
of the friends of the home. 


W*hen The Sentinel reporter visited 
the home yesterday afternoon he found 
the sisters and the children busy pre- 
paring for these two Christmas events. 
There was joy in the heart of every lit- 
tle one—the Christmas joy of anticipa- 
tion. 
Thej' were happy. 
Evidence of 
it wag written on every face. 
What 
would 
Santa 
Claus bring to them? 
This seemed to be the happy, wonder- 
ing question with all. 
They will not 
be 
disappointed. 
The 
merry 
old 
Christmas friend of the children knows 
the heart's desire of each little 
one. 
Christmas day will be a happy one for 
them. 


Is an Ideal Home. 


The reporter in his gathering of data 
about the St. Vincent had spoken of it 
as "the asylum." 


"Don't call it the asylum," said Sis- 
ter Superior Elizabeth. 
"I do not like 
the, name. It's a home." 


And 
the 
newspaper 
man, 
after 
spending an hour in going over it, be- 
ing 
taken 
by the 
sister 
superior 
through about everj' department, not 
only agreed with her, but went farther 
and said: 
"It is an Ideal home." The 
Word "asylum" as applied to St. Vin- 
cent is a misnomer. 


The home proper, the main building 
on this beautiful farm, is 
a 
brick 
structure four stories high and a base- 
ment, and covers an area of 100x126 
feet. 
Standing on elevated ground at 
a considerable distance from the road. 
It presents an imposing 
appearance, 
attracts attention from passers-by and 
is generally admired. 
No lovelier spot 
for the location of such an institution 
could have been selected. 


Equipped v.-ith water facilities, gas 
steam heating, fire protection, it has 
its dormitories, school rooms, 
dining 
rooms, chapel, reception room, sewing 
rooms, kittchen, bakery, 
infirmaries, 
linen rooms, bath rooms, play rooms, 
and, in fact, eA'ery convenience that 
one would expect to find in a model 
place of that" character. 


Broad halls run through every story, 
and leading to them are broad stairs. 
The school rooms, three of them, are 
commodious. 
The dormitories, 
three 
of them, one on each of the three upper 
fioors, where the girls sleep, are large, 
well ventilated and cheerful. Each girl 
has her own bed. 
The chapel, where 
the worship services are held, is a gem 
of beauty. Everj thing about the great 
building is neat and comfortable look- 
ing. The home of a model housekeeper 
could not be more so. 
It is arranged 
admirably in every respect. 


The Girls at the Home. 
"How do the girls spend their time?" 
asked the reporter. 


"I will show you," said Sister Eliza- 
beth, and we passed on through the 
building in the school rooms, the kin- 
dergarten and the work rooms, finding 
the girls busy at their 
studies and 
their work. 


"They have their study hours, their 
work hours and th,eir play hours," said 
the sister superior'. "Our purpose is to 
give them a good education and to fit 
them for the duties of domestic life 
When they leave the home we want to 
send them out into the 
world 
good 
women, and we have been very for- ' 
túnate and successful in this respect.' 


In the way of recreation from their 
studies, play grounds and play houses 
are provided. 
The play house near the 
main building is á large one, fitted for 
this purpose or for 
entertainments, 
having a large hall. 
Near to It are 
swings and other provisions for amuse- 
ment; and oft a Short distance is a 
beäutifui grove of an acre or two. 


There are 160 girls in the home at 
the present time. 
They range in ages 
from two to sixteen years". 
All are 
kept busy at something, from those in 
the kindergarten to the higher graded 
schools, their studies, their 
employ- 
ment and their pleasures being adapted 
to their ages, r nd all are contented and 
happy. 
They love their home. 


Probably one of the most interestr 
ing school rooms to visit is the kin- 
dergarten. 
There are the little tots— 
the girls from twó to five and six years 
of age—all busy at something imder 
their kind and efficient sister teacher, 
at work and study and play. 


Here in this l- - lergarten the re- 
porter was made .acquainted with "the 
baby of St. 
Vincent," 
Baby 
R«th 
Myrórt, a sweet little girl just past two 
years of *gé. and her yoting compan- 
ions» Béfnédétte áhd Htírgarétte.. Thay 
aré fiáptty and eonténtédi ahd Kemiiig- 


ly do not miss their mother. 
The' sis- 
ter In charge is mother to them. 


This happy, contented state of mind 
characterizes all the girls at the home. 
It is their only home. And every one 
is advancing in all that goes for good. 
Their studies and employment are for 
the purpose of fitting them to be home- 
makers. which, after all, 
say 
what 
some may, is the crowning vocation of 
women. Wife and mother! 
There are 
no dearere, sweeter, nobler vocations. 


The Sisters in Charge. 


The sisters in charge of the St. Vin- 
cent's home are of thé order known as 
the Poor Handmaids of Jesus Christ. 
There are twelve of them. 
The sister 
superior Is Sister Elizabeth, who has 
been serving in that capacity for near- 
ly twenty years. 
She was formerly of 
Wisconsin and was stationed as sister 
superior of St. Vincent in 1891. 
The 
other sisters are: Sisters Steven, Can- 
dida. Johannilla. Valeria. Isadora, Casi- 
mira, Rosalia. Carola, Maurella, Eliza 
and Rufina. 
The teachers are Sisters 
Steven. Candida. Johannilla and Va- 
leria. the latter having charge of the 
kindergarten. 


Sister Superior Elizabeth has been 
uncommonly successful in the manage- 
ment of the institution. 
She is cul- 
tured,' kind, sympathetic and 
gifted 
with all those qualities which make her 
efficient in the management of an in- 
stitution of that character. 
The chil- 
dren love her and as she passes among 
them with a cheerful and kind word 
for each, the visitor can see from the 
looks and actions of the children what 
they think of her. 
This same love of 
the children is shown to the other sis- 
ters. They are doing a great work, and 
they are doing it well. 


The chaplain at the home is the Rev. 
Simon M. Yenn. who has been chan- 
cellor of Ihe diocese since July 1. 1905. 
The first chaplain was Rev. B. T. Borg. 
His death occurred in 1904. the latter 
part of that year. The home of Fathei 
Yenn is at the St. Vincent 
and 
he 


conducts 
the devotional serA'ices there 
and looks after the spiritual interests 
of the children. 
Hé is greatly loved 
and is efficient. 


Few institutions anywhere are con- 
ducted on a better standard than the 
St. Vincent's. 
And one fact in con- 
nection with it that is interesting tc 
mention is that during the whole of the 
present year there has been but one 
case of sickness among the 160 girls 
That one was a mild case of typhoic 
fever. 
There has not been a single 
death at the intsitution during 
that 
time, and but 
a 
surprisingly 
small 
number since the location of the home 
in this city. 


Is a Model Farm. 


But one 
who 
has 
simply 
gone 
through the many departments of the 
main building has not seen the St. Vin- 
cent's home in its entirety. 
It is a 
farm—a model farm. Its acres of fields 
are cultivated. Com, wheat, oats, veg- 
etables and fruits are raised. 
There 
are cattle and hogs and poultry- and 
several head of horses. 


Probably the most interesting fea- 
ture of the farm to many would be the 
display of poultry. 
The farm has 500 
chickens. 
Great henneries have been 
built for them and they have a large 
wired enclosure in which 
they 
can 
roam. 
There are chickens, turkeys, 


ducks and geese. 


From the flrst of January of this 
year to December 16. Sister Superior 
Elizabeth says, she has gathered 13,- 
365 eggs.

With over 1T5 mouths to feed, or 
course the farm is not self-supporting. 
Children must be provided with some- 
thing more than food to eat. 
There 
are many expenses that the institu- 
tion must meet. 
And for this money 
for the conduct of the home it must re- 
ly upon the charity of the diocese. And 
this is why the collections taken on 
Christmas 
day 
each 
year 
in 
the 
churches are given to the two orphan 
homes.

Madrid, Dec. 23.—After a stormy all 
night session the chamber of deputies 
today passed the government's "Pad- 
lock bill" by a vote of 108 to 20". 


This is a notable victory for Pfemier 
Canálejas, obtained after a bitter flght 
involving not only opposition In Spain 
but of the Vatican, whose seal.of disap- 
proval was set upon 
the . legislation 
even before it had been submitted to 
the cortez. 


Nature of the Bill, 


A/Ë originally drawn the .bùi prohib- 
,ited^: thè ; creation of further' religious 
establWhments in the country iihtil the 
revision of ih.é 
concordat 
had. been 
complèted or definite laws on the sub- 
ject passed. In the senate the govern- 
ment 
accepted 
the 
amendment 
of 
Baron Sacre Lirio, limiting the period 
of interdiction against new congrega- 
tions to two years. 
The senate passed 
the rrieasure on Ñovember 4, the vote 
being 149 to 58. 
The majority in the 
upper chamber was greater than had 
been expected. Its passage in the low- 
er house had been expected. 


Objections of the Holy See. 


The objection to the measure by the 
Holy See was based on the conten'tion 
that whereas negotiations were under 
%Vay for the revision of the concordat 
of 1851, Spain could 'not in good faitn 
adopt any. legislation adversely affect- 
ing the cqñjrregatldhs until .these nago- 
tiatioris had been concluded.:" It was 
claimed that in 
the 
meantime 
thé 
status quo should be maintained. 


Canalejas insisted upon a program 
of religious 
liberty 
and maintained 
that the matter covéred by ftie pad- 
lock bill was not properly a subject 
of diplomatic exchange between Ma- 
drid and Rome. 
In this attitude he 
has appeared to have the support of 
King Alfonso.

Severely Strained Relations. 


Much bitterness -was engendered and 
Gariàlejas, • himself .an avowed : Cath- 
olic; fbore the brunt of the clerical op- 
position. 
.As a consequence pf :,:he 
unchanged positions of the

ment and the Vatican /the negoiiations 
over tiie concordat w e r e

and the

Madrid 
and the holy see severely strained. 


The final fight was. waged until the 
deputies were pretty well exhausted 
physicallj'. 
Amendment after amend- | 
ment was voted down.

this morning Canalejas intervened and

New York. Dëc. 23.-:-Dr. Frederick 
A. Cook, from the home of his brother 
in Brooklyn, teTephoned 
interviewers 
today that h& intended- to devote his 
life to convincing the American people 
that he really thought he had reached 
the north pole. 


When Dr. Cook arri.ved last night 
from Europe he announced .èhat he 
would go to the Waldorf-Astoria to 
.-spend the night, but instead went to 
the home of his brother. 
When asked 
over the telephone if he was going to 
remain in America and to make his 
home here Dr. Cook said: 


'Certainly I am; most certainly I 
am. 
I never had any other intention 
than to return to my native land; 
I 
^im an American citizen 
entitled 
to 
protection under the American flag and 
I expect to claim that protection. 
My 
wifè ànd my two children 
are 
now 
abroad, but shortly will rejoin me and 


Will make our home here." 


Dr. Cook came back to his" native 
land today on the steamship George 
Washington as calmly as if there had 
never' been a north pole controversy. 
He looked well and said little; in fact 
a typewritten interview handed to re- 
porters embraced all he had to say 
with the exception of the necessary 
formalities 
of 
conversation 
thrust 
upon him by interviewers. 
Of 
far 
more drastic interest was a 
heated 
controversy 
among 
the 
steamship 
passengers concerning the impression 
he had made upon them. 


. The Explorer's Statement. 


The doctor still asserts that he be- 
lieves he was at the pole. 
Here is 
his statement in part: 


"I have no statement to make other 
than that which I have carefully pre- 
pared and which is now being pub- 
lished. 
Any interview I might give 
would necessarily be fragmentary and 
doubtless misleading also, so I shall 
not now give out any interviews and 
any purporting to come from me will 
not be aixthorized. 
I spent 
weeks 
carefully preparing 
my story and I 
have frankly said in it all that there 
is to say. 
Every charge against me 
is taken up and ansv/ered in its prop- 
er place in my narrative. 


"I will say, however, that I was In 
the United States less than a month 
ago. I arrived in Quebec Oct. 29. went 
to Troy, N". Y., then to Newburg .and 
Polighkeepsie. 
I was in the two last 
named cities about three weeks writ- 
ing, revising and correcting proofs on 
my, story. 
I registered under an as- 
sumed name because I was very busy, 
too busy to receive my many personal 
friends and newspaper men. Xo othp.r 
precautions were taken to keep my 
presence 
concealed. 
I stayed 
at' a 
leading hotel and took an automobile 
ride 
each 
pleasant 
day. 
I was in 
Newburg most ofthe time. 


, . . 
Returns to Europe. 


"I 
left Poughkeepsie on the night of 
November 
23, and went directly 
to 
Halifax, where I sailed for Europe i^n 
the same steamship line, on the same 
steamer and just a year from the 
time I sailed 
from the same 
port 
when I left America in 1909. 


"I do not know what my plans for 
the future will be. 
I. have no plans 
whatever 
for going on 
the 
lecture 
platform. 
I 
have- -^not retui-ned 
ro^ 
America v.ñth the intention of making 
money out of my Arctic experiences. 
Money did 
not prompt 
the 
writing 
of my story as I liave seen suggest- 
ed in certain newspapers. 
As I have 
said I have come back solely for the 
purpose of rehabilitating myself and 
my 
family by setting matters fight 
with my countrymen." 


The. argument among 
the 
Georg,e 
Washington's passengers 
arose Tvhen 
the doctor's sympathizers aboard wish- 
ed it understood that he was i-eceived 
with no shadow of discrimination by 
the other 
passengers. 
His 
enemies 
wished it made clear that he had been 
shunned. 
The minute the newspaper 
men, wlio had gone down thé harbor 
on the revenue cutter, stépped into the 
saloon, representatives of both sides 
surrounded, them. 
Persons who in or- 
dinary circumstances dodge publicity 
as they would the 
piagne 
swooped 
down on the reporters and fairly but- 
tonholed them in their eagerness <ò 
present their case first. 


Same Old Doc—Cool, Steady. 
The doctor himself was spared the 
.embarrassment of 
this hubbub,

met the reporters at the ladder When 
they boarded the ship, perfectly poised, 
with a steady hand and clear, straight- 
forward eye for all of them.

the same Dr. Cook, a little less tanned 
and worn than when they had seen

published:"

After ask- 
ing a few general questions he referred me to the 
forewoman, who promptly found a placp forme, ;Ask- 
Ing what compensation I would Receive she told me it 
lepended entirely on myself, work being paid by the 
piece.

Right here, let me say, Is the root of the low "wage 
problem. Girls make what'they earn. Many, If they 
would, could earn much more than they do, but it is 
hardly fair to blame the employers for not paying for 
unperformed work. In this factory good workers

earned from $10 to $12 a week, In exceptional cases 
reaching $15 to $18. 


I next worked in a handkerchief factory. Here the 
work was harder, Inasmuch as most of it had to be 
performed while standing, but seats were provided, 
and any girl could perform her task seated for at 
least a portion of the time. 


The handkerchief factory Is a world of Its own. To

paJrtinent Is almost incredible, and where there are so 
many grades it Is to be expected the wages will vary 
according to the quality of the work turned out, but I

V In a feather factory reliable and steady willow 
makers earn as much as $14 a week, $7 being the low- 
est amount I heard of, excepting learners, who re- 
ceive $3 a week while learning. In the dull season,

In an embroidery factory wages ranged from $6 to 
$10 a week. The lower sum Is an Insignificant wage,

Being so paid. It Is true that in some instances girls 
flp not earn more than from $5 to $6 a week, but these

In some of thè yforkròoms'tàlking

any meaning. As four or five languages are some- 
times époken at . once, onë has a very clear perception 
of conditions at the time of the arrested building of 
the Tower of Babel. 


When one considers the restricted atmosphere of 
their home environment it Is not surprising that the 
conversation indulged in. Is vapid in the extreme, con- 
sisting mainly of reference to callow youths, thé lat- 
est styles In hats and dresses or the newest, effects In 
hairdressing. The w;onderfuI and elaborate structures 
of tow and hair the girls rear upon their heads, aré 
convincing proof of physical endurance, for the 
heat and weight of these coiffures must be most 
distressing. 
• 
Education Neglected. 


Some of the girls are fairly well educated, that Is, 
they have a grammar school training. One told me 
she went to high school for a term, but this is the ex- 
ception. Most of them go to work far too soon, and 
a very small percentage attend evening school. They 
all have working papers, for no employer will hire a 
girl who cannot furnish them, but I am Inclined to 
think the parents of many had been sadly tangled 
concerning the dates , of their children's births, some 
appearing to me not over ten, but on this point the 
parents, not the employers, are at fault. .None the 
less, even these juvenile workers were healthy and 
contented, several I questioned confiding to me they 
much preferred work to school. 


Some firms strictly prohibit eating during working 
hours, others permit it at all times. In the latter 
cases the girls begin to eat as soon as they arrive 
and continue until they leave. And tjie mixtures they 
swallow! The awful gastronomic combinations they 
devour! How they digest the amount, to say nothing

Where eating during workiûg hpiws is forbidden a 
large luncheon room is provided; here tea and coffee 
can be bought for two cents a cup or ten cents a week

it had the merit of being always served hot A pict- 
ure of this room, filled with Its hungry army, exchang- 
ing amenities, chattering, nonsense or Indulging In 
wholesome if rather boisterous fun, should dispel the 
erroneous impression that prevails anent the depress- 
ing atmosphere that surrounds the factory worker. 


For the conyeriieiice ¿if the ^rls many firms employ 
an errand girl; .wh.o?e ma|a duty appefired to me to 
be at thé beck á n d ^ l í ott^ 
and often un- 


reasonable !^msels. 
She is expected to buy their 
luncheon if they have -brought none, or If perchance 
enough of them will club toigether to buy some ap- 
petizing delicacy, such as ice cream, candy, cream 
puffs or fruit, her services aré theirs to command, and 
woe betide her if her purchases fall below the mark in 
quality or quantity. I have known a girl make half a 
dozen trips in one morning to perform errands that 
could all have been done at the same time, these in- 
considerate creatures. developing sudden and unrea- 
sonable whims agaihst which their hand maidèn dare 
not rebel. 


One day a small riot ensued lippn the refusal of 
this girl to walk seven blocks for certain kinds of 
small cakes called "kisses," seven of which were 
purchasable for five cents at the long distance store, 
while nearer stores gave only six. The matter was 
finally adjusted by the forewoman, who upheld the 
errand girl. The latter became the recipient of black 
looks and haughty stares from the disgruntled kiss 
eaters for the rest of the day. 


From the conversations I overheard I gathered that 
great numbers of the girls frequented the theatres. 
They visit, too, the less desirable moving picture

Asking the factory girl what the trouble was, she 
turned savagely on me, exclaiming:— 


"Trouble! Do you think I'd let her trouble me?

Of current events the girls are lamentably Ignorant, 
éven the smattering they acquire from the occasional 
perusal of a dally nèwspapér or from conversation 
V with others equally uninformed being i^rbled and 
distorted.. 
Magazines they never -read. I doubt 
whether the names of those that are household words 
are even known to them. Worldly wise, yet unso- 
phisticated, they lack poise and adaptability, and 
though brimming over with tawdiy sentiment and 
cheap emotion, thoy are Incapable, of real sensibility. 
Not^thstapding these disadraptages, tljey are hedged

The much vaunted beauty of the factory girl Î8 as 
mythical as her oppression. Many are not even passa- 
bly good looking; others have a cheap, insignificant 
prettiness, and perhaps five per cent, if well groomed 
and turned out by a capable modiste, would be attrac- 
tive, but of the hundreds I saw not one could lay 
claim to posiûve beauty. They are, wim lew excep- 
tions, below medium height, and so overdeveloped that 
the curves of youth and ¿race are lost in adipose. To 
their detriment they are addicted to the use of cos- 
metics, which they apply most inartistically, defeat- 
ing the ends they seek to acquire. Cheap and flashy 
jewelry they also affect in profusion. 


Home lovers they are not, despising everything per- 
taining to housekeeping. They look upon marriage as 
a means to the attainment of what they believe will 
be a life of irresponsibility and indolence. As wives 
and mothers I am inclined to think they will prove 
miserable failures. 


Caring for Them. 


When they are ill or ailing the forewoman Insist« 
on the patient resting in a retiring room set apart for 
that purpose, and if the indisposition Is sufficiently 
serious the girl is sent home in charge of another, 
whose car fare is paid and whose loss of time is as- 
sumed by the firm.. By such tokens may we not rest 
assured that the well being of his hands is a matter 
of some solicitude to the employer? 


In the matter of dress the girls are entirely Imita- 
tive. Fashion Is their divinity. Few of them.have 
any aptitude for sewing, and those that make their 
own clothes are, of a very small minority. The ready 
to wear suits, hats and waists are purchased by them, 
inferiority of'material, make and workmanship not 
belngv factors that appeal to them; hence they pay the 
highest prices, not realizing how much they could 
save in hioney apd gain in effect and quality if they 
would cultivate the usé of the needle. Questjohing 
a girl oh this one day, she explained that she had no 
time to sew. 


"Does your mother never help you make yout 
clothes?" I asked. 
"Oh, no," she replied; "mother can't sew any better 
than I can, nor can my married sister; and what's the 
use of sewing, anyway, when you can buy things all 
ready to put on so cheap, without any bother or fuss- 
ing or trying on and altering?" 


In writing an article of this description It must be 
borne in mind that In describing the factory girl as I 
found her I am compelled to generalize. There were 
individual cases where the girls were the opposite of 
my generalization—girls who eschew^ed the exaggera- 
tions of fashion, girls in whom Innate refinément, 
gentle speech and a keen swise of respom^biUt^' 
toward their employers stood out with Alpine clear- 
ness, but they were rare exceptions.

A word concerning the forewomen may not be ont 
of plice.^ They are often represented as hard task, 
masters and Indifferent to the wfell being of thos«' 
under their care. There may be some sUch, but if

Taken all in all I found life in a factory a not 
pleasant one, considering ithe social and mental 11 
tatiohs" of- its followers.

Unless she is exceptionally tall her 
hair should not go up before she is seven- 
teen. 
It may be worn in some pretty 


fashion low on the neck with a soft "out together, so that there shall be no 
pompadour at front and sides, but no sudden transformation in a day and the 
massing of puffs and false curls in imita-

To Make Satin and Chiffon Muffs 
S 


ATIÍT and chiffon muffs trimmed 
with fur are every bit as fashionable 
this winter and very nearly as desira- 
ble to poMess a^the most enormous muff 
composed of three or four long fox or 
lynx pelts or the skins of legions of small 
Animals. 


Even young girls carry muffs much 
larger In dimensions than any that have 
fashionable for a Hong time, but 
there is á limit to the amount of fur 
that can be comfortably carried, so that a 
Trfde satin ruche or double gathered piece 
is often inade use of to extend the size of 
the mnff at each end. 


To make a satin or velvet muiff is not 
. such a difficult undertaking as it would 
' appear at first glance. Most muffs of to- 
day are about square in dimensions and 
are fashioned .with a narrow muff of 
satin just wide enough for the hand, but 
mide the length of the fur; the skins arec 
then laid over this satin muiff and simply 
fastened a t the top, hanging over it soft 
and loose.

The actual muff is made by facing 
:and then covering with satin two or three 
• tl^^éBses of vcotton wadding. The ends 
>ar^gafhérèd.into a narrow piece of elastic 
luad'finished Vith a little gathered ruche

The lining is then fashioned for the 
outer part of the muff.

If a muff of last year seems to be 
shrinking with fearful rapidity quite out 
of sight, as most muffs are doing this 
year in a mighty uncomfortable manner 
i- can, fortunately,, be greatly revived by 
adding at each end a band of plaited 
satin of the color of the fur, finished 
again with a narrower satin ruche. The 
plaited band of satin should be of the 
exact width of the muff if it is a wide, flat 
model, or if a round muff the ends of the 
satin should be gathered into a narrow 
elastic band fitting snugly over the wrists. 


A frill of plaited chiffon the color of 
the furs tucked just inside thè openings 
of each end will greatly freshen an old 
muff and ,make a new oné look as though 
it had cost much more than its actual 
pri^. 
A small bunch of ribbon flowers 
tucked just inside the wrist hole, but 
where it can still be seen, gives a de- 
lightful little finish to a muff to be carried 
with a smart afternoon frock. 


A pretty neckpiece easily fashioned 
by the home furrier can be made from 
a single short piece of fur aboiit four 
inches wide and just long-enough to go 
about the throat. 
The fur is, of course, 
of the-same kind as is used to trim or 
make the muff—skunk, mink, raccoon, 
seal, beaver or whatever else is used. 
The 
skin is first backed with a bit of ^ t e e n 
or some such material and then lined 
with satin.

An attractive and almost invanably be- 
coming way of arranging hair that is 


straight and not necessarily thick was 
first adopted last summer by the young 
girls, in Paris who still had a year in 
school, but whose frocks were for the first 
time being made full length.

back, somewhat more being allowed for 
the front and side poinpadour than for the 
back piece.

winter. 
No combs are visible, and the 
effect when well done is extremely sim- 
ple and girlish. 


It is quite a fashion of the moment to 
part the hair either in the centre or 
slightly to one side, with the hair rolled 
back softly, but with considerably less 
pompadour than has been ^le vogue for 
some time past.

H O R S E S ON T H E 
F A R M

a: little over a year ago I paid a visit 
to a -breedlngr 
farm In 
the famous 
"Valley pî Virginia," where Percheron 
horsef were raised, and was struck 
with the fact that 
this breeds pos- 
sessed admirable 
qualities as farm 
horses, as well as city drafters. 


Two stallions and two mares were 
working on a'*' big manure-spreader, 
being all driven by one man. 
Thesb 
superb animals were pure-bred Per- 
cherons, and averaged 1850 each. The 
young stallions were easily managed, 
although they were be* >g used in the 
stud. 
. - 


The mares were, splendid specimens 
of the breed, and it was a great sight 
to see'theijie four magnificent animals 
working quietly togethjr. 


Stallions and MarM. 


The 
compactness 
of 
body, 
yie 
cleanness of limb and the splendid 
structure of their feet, all go to make 
' • Percheron popular, both as a farpi 
horse and a city drafter. 


For farm work they do not need to 
weigh 1850, as did those four pure- 
br eds just mentioned, these 
being 
used permanently for breeding pur- 
poses, although they did quite a lot 
of work around the farm during the 
year. 


.A. pair of horses weighing from 14C0 
to 
1500 
pounds 
each 
are 
heavy 
e-ough for any kind of farm work, 
but many farmers prefer a horse with 
more weight. 


In considering the size of a farm 
team, it is well to remember before 


the purchase is made what the regu- 
lar duties of the team are to be; for 
many farmers who need only one pair 
of horses will want to use them on 
the road for wagon work as well as to 
hook i»p to the carriage on Sundays. 


Therefore, they will not require "^ex- 
tra heavy ones but rather a pair that 
are known as "all around" horses, and 
if these weigh 1400 to 1600 pounds 
each they will have plenty of size, and 
if they are well shaped and have spirit 
and snap, they will 
do 
good road 
work. 


It is surprising how much depends 
on the shape and carriage of a horse, 
even an ordinary work horse, espe- 
cia,lly when you want him to do a little 
pleasuring with once in a while. 


The 1500-pound fellow that is well 
put together and that is quick and ac- 
tive, is always in demand, while the 
owner of him experiences a just pride 
in the ownership. 


A pair of these horses such _as I 
have 
tried to 
describe 
should, 
if 
bought at Ave years of age, do good 
work until they are twenty, as most 
horses are capable of performing their 
labor satisfactorily 
as long as their 
teeth remain good. 


The special business of 
the draft 
horse is to haul heavy toads and do 
heavy work at slow speed. 
Strength 
is the first consideration. 
The animal 
should possess short back and should 
be 
closely 
coupled; 
the 
pasterns 
should be short, the hips broad, and 
the bones large. 


Whatever breed of horses is chosen 
for use on the farm, the mare should 
be of good form anjfl show tendencies 
to produce speed and style rather than 
weight and strength. 
By breeding a 
Percheron stallion to a small mare 
with good action, a splendid general 
purpose horse may be obtained, but 
for draft horses only stallions of the 
beat draft breeds should be used, and 
the mares should always be of~large 
size and strength. 


UNDERDRAIX THE FEEDING liOT. 


There is no good reason why 
the 
feed Jot should not 1 
k e r t in good 
condition, u.ren if there is no hill on 
the farm. 
If the land is level and 
only a small bunch of cattle 
tc be 
fpd a good plan is to remove the top 
sri, .with a road scraper to the depth 
of six inches or more, and then cover 
the surface with rmooth stones topped 
off with 
coarse 
coal 
cinders 
mixed 
with sand. 


Of course, the best way to keep a 
small feed lot dry 's to pave it with 
brick. 
This costs : omething at 
the 
start, but the 
investment 
will 
pay 
every time. 
The cattle are always on 
dry footing-, and no feed is wasted by 
being thrown on the ground. 


If-a-large lot of cattle is to be "fed, 
the cost of paving a large lot is out 
of t h e question: but it can be under- 
drained witli success. Tile drain laid in 
the ordinary way. from 10 to 20 feet 
ap".rt. will keep any lot that is not 
located in a swamp in good condition, 
even in the rainiest 
art of the serson. 


Drainage 
will cost no more 
than 
sheds, and unless the sheds are very 
wide, they soon become soaked with 
the 
driving rains and 
mud 
is 
then 
carried into them by the cattle, and 
a r - little better than an open lot. 


Qn our own farm we have two lots 
of t;en acres each, which are perfectly 
drained . They are on a slightly slop- 
ing- r^se, and we 
placed the 
drains 
about •• twenty 
feet 
apart. 
Perhaps 
fcrty feet would have answered 
the 
purpose, but we decided to take no 
chances, and are satisfied with our in- 
vestment. 
These two lots cost us $400 
for tile and work, besides our own, but 
w^ think it has paid, because our cat- 
tle have been fattened in comfort.

FEEDING ENSILAGE AND STOVER 
TO liAMBS. 


WITH THE DAIRY HERD. 


The fault of dairymen in general Is 
net so much the lack of knowledge as 
the- proper application of the knowl- 
edge they posses?. 


jne thing that'we ought to con- 
sider when we start out to buy breed- 
ing cattle is the fact that the knowl- 
edge, skill and character of the; man 
we buy them of is about as Important 
as the animals that we are buying. 


Can a man sow poor seed and hope 
to get a good crop? Will nature make 
any exceptions In one man's favor? 
Theser are questions which ought to 
Interest the man who keeps on year 
after year breeding his cows to some 
scrub bull. 


Too many farmers lack ihe push and 
energy required to build up a fine herd 
of dairy cattle. They are poor business 
men. 


The ci»w cannot turn all of her. en- 
ergy into the production of milk and 
still; have enough to build up her 
ofisprlilg rightly. 
To raise good, vig- 
orous calves, we must see to It that 
the mother has suiSclent of the right 
kind of food and goes dry long enough 
to do the work rightly. 


ÓR€HARD NOTES. 


Carefully scrape awc,y 
the dirt 
around the .base of one or two' of your 
trees, and you will be able to discover 
wliether the roots are growing too 
closely to the surface or not. 


A few years ago the writer of this 
sav/ a New Jersey farmer plowing his 
orchard, and tbe plow share was cut- 
tlnir off what seemed innumerable 
small roots. 
Questions as to^the wis- 
dom of this sort of cultivation broi^iht 
thé. roply from the farmer that his 
exp^tenee -was that cuttlnc off a few 
of the surface roots every year dJ4 
not harm the trees in the least. AM 
thirman had been practicing this soft 
of xmltivation for fifteen br twenty 
years a^d his orchard was clean, heal- 
tHy and b{g-b«arinr. ther« di<t! not 
seem to be much ground for arma- 
ment

While corn ensilage and corn stover 
may be used to advantage in a ration 
for fattening lambs, it will not serve 
as a complete ration for conditioning 
them. Corn ensilage will not produce 
fat when fed alone, but v/ill produce 
very good results when fed in com- 
bination with clover hay and other 
forms of roughage and grain foods. 


Corn ensilage, clover hay and from 
one to two pounds of grain foods make 
a very satisfactory ration for feeding 
lambs. 
When fed in this manner, the 
ensilage will take the place of roots 
and provide an abundance of succu- 
lence for the lambs. Care must be ex- 
ercised in feeding ensilage to all kinds 
of sheep.'Too large quantities, or feed- 
inv it when in a bad condition, will 
many times produce scouring, and 
sometimes kill the lambs. 


The most expérienced feeders and 
sheep owners 
consider 
about two 
pounds of corn ensilage the maximum 
amount that can be fed to a lamb each 
day. This amount, in connection with 
clover hay and grain foods, will make 
a very satisfactory ration. 
Ensilage 
and clover hay will make a very good 
maintenance ration and^roduce fairly 
good growth, but the lambs will lack 
the finish that is necessary to bring 
the top market 
price. 
Many 
times, 
when the price of grain foods is high, 
th' lambs may be wintered In very fair 
condition with a very little grain food, 
but when it is desired to market the 
lambs in the spring, it will be neces- 
sary to feed considerable corn or grain 
foods In addition to the roughage. 


One of the chief causes of so many 
failures in feeding lambs is due to 
the fact the we do not spend more 
extra money for grain foods, and prop- 
erly condition the lambs, so that they 
will bring tbe very top market price. 
The extra time and f jed used in finish- 
ing the lambs Is what counts when 
tl.ey are placed upon the market.

TIRED OF CHICKENS? TRY DUCKS. 


Start yith Peklns—they 
are the 
haiidiest, and mature early. 
Pay well 
for á well-bred male, but do not ac- 
cept a scjrub 
a gift. 


Pekín ducks do not need water for 
swimming, but they must have plenty 
of absolutely clean drinking water. 


Pekín ducks do not make good sit- 
ters—use a chicken hen. 
Place not 
more than 18 eggs "under 
the hen. 
Sprinkle 
the 
eggs 
with 
slightly 
warmed water every day for a week 
bef6re hatching, or 
the youngsters 
cannot come through. 


You must know that a duck, has no 
crop. 
The food must be soft before 
It passes directly into the gizzard. Feed 
plenty of sharp sand or grit with the 
food. 


Ducks are .pigs for food, and gobble 
down pretty nearlsr «•erything that 
comes in the way. Ducka must have 
plenty 6f green food, or they win not 
thrive.

The sources of injury to street trees 


are" undoubtedly more numerous in 
the cities and large towns than along 
village streets and country road's. Nev- 
ertheless; the increasing number of 
over-head electric wires in the latter 
thoroughfares is resulting in much se- 
rious damage. 


There are many ways in which trees 
are Injured through ignorance and 
neglect; as in the course of construc- 
tion work, by piling building mater- 
ials against them, in moving buildings, 
in attaching guy ropes or wires, and 
in grading streets. Tying wires for the 
purpose of supporti^ig teiephone poles 
is a common practi e, and will cause 
no injury to the tre 
if properly done. 
Place a number of 
small 
strips of 
beard against the trunk, and 
then

TREES I H T K PASTURE 


The Germans have the hospitable 
custom of planting apple trees by the 
roadside for the benefit of the traveler. 
This is in itself most commendable; 
but to the stock grower who follows 
it may come as a reward breechy, dis- 
contented or suffering stock. 


Cattle especially are fond of apples, 
and make a business of hunting them 
if they once get a taste. 
When they 
have devoured all within reach, they 
often run. bawl, eat little else, and 
finally successfully test the fences— 
and the fruit of a neighbor, which they 
seem able to scent from afar. 


Cattle seldom choke on apples when 
they are fed in a stall. It is in being 
l^urried, as when a companion strives 
for the same bite, or a boy and dog 
ar3 sent to drive them from the trees 
that such misfortune usually comes. 


Should it occur, the obstruction may 
often be located, and gently worked 
up or down with the hand.

UNIQUEINDUSBTY0F8IAM 


Edibls nests are found in the islands 
oil the coast of Giam, and are the pro- 
ducts of a species of birds belonging 
to the family of swifts. The nests con- 
si-.t almost entirely of the salivary 
sccretion of these birds, whose salivary 
glands are much more developed than 
those of the ordinary swift. The sea- 
s'n for the gathering of the nesta be- 
gins in April, and ends In Spetember. 


The female bird, occasionally assist- 
ed by the male, makes the nest. About 
three months are spent by the birds 
in completing their first nest, which is 
taken by the nest gatherer before eggs 
are laid in it; then the birds im- 
mediately begin to make another nest, 
which is finished in about thirty days, 
and which is also taken. 
Finally, a 
third nest Is made In 
about 
three 
months, in which the bird Is allowed 
to rear its offspring, after which this 
nest is also gathered. 
Each family of 
birds thus furnishes three nests In 
one season. 
The nests taken at the 
beginning of the season are considered 
the best In quality 


Most of these edible nests are con- 
sumed by the Chinese, who regard 
tlem hot only as a great table deli- 
cacy, but also as a valuable tonic 
medlcin^ in neurasthenia and pulmo- 
nrry disorders. 
It is said that the 
demand in Hongkong tor the nests ex- 
ceeds the supply, and that the prices 
range from |15 to |25 per pound, ac- 
cording to quality. 


STARTING WITH SHEEP. 


As a rule, sheep owners place too 
much importance upon the, selection 
of the ram, and too little upon the se- 
lection of . good, uniform breedinti 
ewes. 
There is no question but that 
a good pure-bred ram can do much 
to improve a flock of grade awes, bu^t 
as the flock more nearly reaches per- 
fection It is very necessary to devote 
more attention to selecting the breed- 
ing ewes, or else further improvement 
will be out of the question. 


In starting with -ihcep, it 
advis- 
able to select « few good ewes and 
a pure-bred ram, and gradually en- 
Irrge the flock as we gain a better 
knowledge of the flock business.; 


T H E L E G E N D O F T H E M I S T L E T O E

According to Scandinavian mythol- 
ogy, Lokl (tha god of evil) was the 
sworn enemy of Baldur (the god of 
light), and tried by every means In his 
power to kill him, but failed because 
he was invulnerable to everything that 
cr.me from earth—air, fire, or '^^ter. 


Liokl, at last,- conceived the idea that 
the mistletoe, springing from neither, 
would serve his purpose, and, having 
an arrow made from that wood, he 
helped HodI (the blind god of dark- 
ness), to aim It. and Baldur fell dead 
—shot through the hecrt. 


All the gods and goddesses prayed 
for his restoration to life, and when 
the ^prayer was granted it was decreed 
that the mistletoe should nevermore 
have \ power to 
do harm 
unless it 
touched the earth, and the goddess of 
love was appointed to guard it. 


Some legends claim tha:. the goddesn 
kissed all who passed under the plant 
as a token that it was no longer a 
weapon of death, but a symbol of love, 
while others assert that she exacted a 
kiss from e-ch as a propitiation, or the 
bough should be 
allowed 
to work 
haum. 


Another reason for the kissing privi- 
lege conferred by the plant Is said to 
be that a lovely 
maiden 
preferred 
death to the kisses of an old monk 
who pursued her. and her prayers 
for deliverance 
were answered 
by 
transforming 
her 
Into a mistletoe 
branch and placing her in a tree. 
, The monk waited 
for her return, 
but rather than that, she clasped the 
tree and remained .clinging to It. leav- 
ing the waiting monk to kiss whom- 
soever he could catch. 


The custom 
o: ^'kissing beneath 
the mistletoe" Is so old that no one 
knows 
when or I- -- it originated; 
but when young people are found se- 
lecting the. branches 
that have the 
most berries on, it is fair to suppose 
that they know a kiss must be given 
for each berry plucked, and that the 
ceremony is never complete until ev- 
ery berry is off the branch. 


There was once a common, though 
mistaken belief that the mistletoe grew 
on oak tre s only, but that was so far 
from true .that the Druids, who held 
the oak as absolutely sacred because 
they believed it to represent the One 
Supreme God, deemed the mistletoe 
doubly sacred if found on one, and 


carefully guarded It until the sixth 
day after the first new moon ^f 'each 
year. 
u 


When 
this 
time 
arrived, P i t e ^ 
robed in white 
surrounded the,, tree 
and held solemn ceremonies, among 
which was the sacrifice of two white 
bulls. 


After the ceremonies, a priest in 
spotless robes ascended the tree and, 
with a golden knife, cut the mistletoe 
and let it fall on to a white cloth held 
by other priests. 


The branches were then formally 
"blessed" and divided among the peo* 
pie who believed 
the sprays given 
them to have miraculous powers. 


The common belief in the efficacy- 
of the plant was such 
that it was 


called all-heal: but aocordin« to aai 
old legend, a certain lover searched 
many days for a specimen growing on 
an oak tree, that he might secure its 
branches for the 
cure 
of his be- 
trothed, who was sick unto death, but 
when he found It he touched the sap 
wh^le cutting the branches, and fell 
dead near the tree, indicating that the 
sap was a deadly poison. 


The plant thrives In America from 
New Jersey southward and westward, 
and those who know It only as |i part 
of Christmas decorations can hav«- 
Ilttle Idea of how often it overruns 
trees to the extent of being a nul^ 
ance.

ing, and while hot turn In the kerosene 
and churn briskly for five" minutest 
S'j'ficient for 15 gallons of water-—or 
six ounces of carbolic acid (crude) to 
a gallon of hot water. 


Kerosene is a-1 we 
ever use for 
scaly leg. Kerosene, to which Is added 
a little sulphur and lard until an oint- 
ment is formed, is said to cure the 
swell head caused by roup, if rubbed 
about the eyes and head. 


When chicks are dying, apparently 
without cause, and_the weather Is un- 
usually damp and cold,' feed a table- 
spoon of kerosene on three or four 
quarts of warm mash. 
It will put 
new life in them, and they will thrive 
and meet consequent dampness more 
bravely. 


When fowls show signs of roup or 
having taken cold, use a tablespoon 
of kerosene in a gallon of water, and 
do not let them get 
at any other 
water.—^V. C. Melville. 


KEEP DOWN THE WEEDS.

growing in the grain also rob ths 
grain of moisture and the result Is,- 
that much less grain. 
One way is to 
disc as soon as the crop Is harvested. 
It is necessary to have the land free 
from weeds and this can be done If 
a crop of com and a crop of clover 
Is grown every four or flve years. 
Manuring will also help In that It 
will make the crops grow stronger 
and so be more capable of smbtherlnf > 
weeds, and it also holds moisture..

As the law now stands 
a patent tease Is tried first In the Uni- 
ted States circuit court, with an ap- 
peal to the United States circuit court 
of appeals for the circuit in which the 
lirst trial Is had. nnd the decision of 
that court Is final. As there are nine 
of those courts, and they are not bound 
to follow one another, they make many 
conflicting derisions, so that n. patent 
'may be held to be valid In one circuit 
and Invnllil In another. As a consc- 
uuence the patent law has fallen Into 
n slate of dreadful confusion. Thiyngl- 
tntlon of (he subject becan six years 
ago In '.lie American, Bar association 
nnd by Its direction a hill wns Intro- 
duced In congress to create a slngl 
new court to hear appeals In pnten1 
rases in tho place, of the nine United 
States circuit courts of appeals.

Too much of 


the work on Indiana roads is worse 
than useless. It is not Intimated that 
road laws are at fault for this, because 
•.vise, practicable use of the labor and 
money expended on the Indiana high- 
ways is just as feasible under the 
present laws as is it would be under 
new laws. 
The trouble is a general 


ignorance of scientific and economical 
road-bulldin*. The federal government 
Is aiding the good roads propaganda 
in the best way by sending scientific 
road builders over the country to teach 
the people how to bu'ld good roads. 
This helps greatly, but it does not and 
cannot do all that muft be done to 
bring the Indiana roads up to that 
standard which the leaders of the good 
roads movement aspire to reach. Such 
reconstruction of the Indiana highway 
laws as will provide for a public Uigh- 
way commission and competent road- 
building instructors cannot fall to give 
Indiana in general vastly 
improved 


highways, but at a cost certainly no 
more if not less than is now expended 
upon roadwork that is useless in many 
instances, and In most Instances not 
what it should be.

less most of the counties have some 
miles of highway to which they may 
point with pride and over which they 
may ride in comfort. 
Yet for these 


few miles there will bo a vastly greater 


But let us not say too much. A short 
time since it was exposed that several 
Indiana counties could show as fine a 
brand! of franchise corruption as any 
section of similar area and culture in 
the entire country.

In one Ohio county of about 25.000 


population the grand jury already has 
returned near a thousand Indictments 
for 
corrupt practices 
at 
elections. 


Several hundred more indictments will 
lie returned before the investigation Is 
concluded. The Judge of the court has 
given It as his opinion that half the 
voters of the county at one time and 
another and in one way and another 
have been corrupted. Looks much like 
it with already one out of every five 
voters under indictment and the grand 
jury still grinding. Already hundreds' 
have appeared to plead guilty, pay a 
nominal fine .vd undergo sentence of 
disfranchisemcnt for a period of five 
years. 


Adams county is a rural community, 


not a great manufacturing center with 
populous cities teeming with aliens 
who do not understand the spirit of 
the institutions under which they have 
come to live. By far the greater part 
of these venal citizens are of American 
birth and doubtless in a major per- 
centage of cases of American ancestry 
as well. Vote buying and selling had 
become the rule and order of their 
elections.

without pay. These were Americans 
of Americans—the blue-blooded dc- 
wndants of generations of Americans.

Alfred says, n^t only that cancer can- 
not be transferred from one species ot 
iVi-Ing being; to another species, but 
that cancer Is not as malignant nor as 
prevalent as Is generally 
supposed. 


There are many cases under observa- 
tion, he asserts, which show a volun- 
tary drying up or disappearance of the 
disease, and It Is altogether a ques- 
tion br Immunity — tho power of the 
body to resist tho degenerative lorce 
at work within. 


Professor Gould speaks of the ex- 


perience with cancer at the Middlesex 
hospital, and says not only have tha 
malignant Rrowths there been com- 
pletely cut out surgically, so that there 
Is no doubt of a cure. but. what Is of 
fnr greater significance, cancer, even 
when advanced in degree, and of long 
degree, may get better and may §ot 
well without the aid of Interference of 
the knife. 


The four conditions which exert an 


Influence on the creation of cancer, ac- 
cording to Sir Alfred, nre nse. sex. 
X-rnys and alcohol. It is fully estab- 
lished, the lecturer avers, that cancer 
Is srcatly innuenrfed by age. nnd 


ey, liver, heart or stomach ailments. 


Women the Most Susceptible. 


There is no longer any doubt that 


cancer is more frequent in women than 
in men. As to X-rays, prolonged ex- 
posure to them Is likely to 
produce 


cancer, and the lecturer considers the 
evidence of the influence of these rays 
upon cell life to be most Important. 
Alcohol, as shown by the latest statis- 
tics, increases the liability to cancer by 
from 25 to 33 1-3 per cent. The dis- 
ease, for instance. Is twice as frequent 
In England among brewers and publi- 
cans as it is among clergymen, and the 
liability to cancer in any trade varies 
with the attendant habits as regards 
alcohol. 
The United Kingdom Tem- 


perance institution has found out that 
the proportion of liability to cancer, as 
between alcoholics and non-alcoholics, 
is as 72 to 100 In favor ot the abstain- 
ers. 


"The deep Impress of the primal 


laws of development." says Sir Alfred 
"holds the cells of tissues In true and 
loyal obedience to the very end of life 
In the almost Infinite majority of cases 
and inthe larfe majority of Individ- 
uals. The Incidence of the disease and 
the Immunity from Its Initial attack 
are ot course complementary, and the 
same fact can be expressed either In 
terms of disease or In terms of 1m- 


EO majestic that obedience to. it results 
in perfect development, perfect health 
and full measure of days. Disobedience 
to it. on the- other hand, may 
slowly 


spell out all the Inscrutable woes of 
cancer. 


Cancer, in Sir Alfred's view. Is not a. 


germ disease, but is due to chemical 
changes. It is not limited to man, but 
occurs, he says, In all vertebrate ani- 
mals.

Dr. Byrne said 
his life was saved by the fact that the 
cream curdled in his cup and his tea- 
spoon turned black. 


Attorneys for Dr. Byrne said that 


they considered the decree unjust and 
they would ask for a new trial or ap- 
peal.

Year's day Uncle Sam will embark in 
the banking business. It Is the fruition 
of forty years' agitation. 


At present In the United States, ac- 


cording to the official statistics of the 
office of the comptroller of the cur- 
rency, there are 1,703 savings banks, an 
average of one bank for approximately 
every 52,000 Inhabitants. In the great 
postal system of the United States 
there are nearly 60,000 offices of all 
sorts and classes. It appealed to the 
public that in these postofflces. large 
and small, lay the opportunity for the 
creation of a system of banks of sav- 
ings deposit for the millions of wage- 
earners. 
Out of the act of congress 
the 


framers of the rules gathered 
much 


that is of direct interest to the future 
depositors in the great concern. These 
are a few of the features which the 
new bank will possess. 


Information for Depoaitore. 


First and most Important of all for 


the depositor to remember Is the fact 
that the postal savings bank Is a fed- 
eral institution. It is not governed by 
state hanking- laws and moreover de- 
positors In the postal savings bank 
place their money there subject to the 
law which created the postal savings 
bank, and free from the restrictions a 5 
to property rights as outlined by the 
vast variety of state laws governing 
the rights of minors, married women, 
parents, guardians and others. 


Under the act accounts may 
be 


opened and deposits made by any per- 
son of the age of ten years or more in 
his or her own name. This money so 
deposited is free from the Interference 
as to disposition of parent, guardian or 
creditor. 


A married woman may deposit money 


in her own name and keep It safe and 
sound In the bank without reference 
to the wishes or the demands of her 
husband. 


All that the postal savings law de- 


mands Is that the depositor docs not 
open more than one account In his own 
right. 
The postal savings bc.nk will Issue 


certificates of deposits Instead of pass 
books. 
It requires Jl to open a postal sav- 


ings account. This $1 will bear 2 per 
tfent. interest per annum. This inter- 
est Is credited but once each year. As 
Is a general rule, fractional parts of a 
dollar will not draw 
Interest- 
This 


feature Is true of all savings Institu- 
tions. 
In his report for the fiscal year 1909- 


10. Postmaster 
General 
Hitchcock 


sold: Neat Sum of $3,000,000,000. 


"The total amount of money in the 


United States Is estimated to be-about 
$3000,000,000. 
Of this sum nearly 65 


per cent, or about $2,000,000.000 is In 
the pockets of the people or In various 
hiding places—an average of nearly 
$22 per capita of population. There Is 
every reason to believe that a system 
of postal savings banks would, to a 
great extent, call out these 
private 


hoards and return them to circulation 
through the regular banks of the coun- 
try- 
One dollar per capita thus re- 


leased would add $50.000,000 to 
the 


volume of circulating media. 
Five 


dollars per capita would add $450,000,- 
000. 
Whatever this practical Increase 


of' the circulation proves to be, add to 
It the many millions that the postal 
savings banks would prevent from be- 
ing- sent abroad by foreign-born de- 
positors nnd the total will reach 
a 


magnitude which may well command 
attention." 


In the four years 1906. 1007. 1908 


and 1909 the United 
States 
postal 


money orders payable In foreign coun- 
tries amount to more than $312.000,- 
000. 
A great portion of this sum will. 


In the belief of the postmaster general, 
remain in the United States with the 
safeguard of the postal savings bank 
backer! by the federal government as 


, the standing Inducement to the for- 
'eign-born resident to save his money 
! and (draw interest thereon. 


The system has been working in 


England f°r more than half a century, 
nnd has proved to be of benefit to the 
regular banks. 


As has been said before, the deposits 


in the postal savings bank must he 
made In sums of $1 or in multiples of 
$1. Nevertheless, the saver of pennies 
and dimes will not. be neglected. To 
the depositor who wishes to lay by the- 
pennies, the nickels and the. dimes, 
provision is made by the issuance of 
stamps which may be purchased at any 
postofflce bank after the system be- 
comes operative, and these stamps will 
he in practically all fractions of a dol- 
lar. 
When You Have Enough Buy a Bond. 


Behind the certificate of deposit will 


stand the projected 
postal 
savings 


bond. These bonds arc planned to be 
the ultimate resort of the postal sav- 
ings depositor. They will be Issued in 
'denominations of $20, $40. $60, $SO ami 


$100, and will bear 2 per cent. Interest 
as do the certificates of deposit. 


Now just where Uncle Sam expects 


to reap a sufficient profit from his pos- 
tal savings bank to pay his running ex- 
| penses for that bank Is a point which 
1 has caused some curiosity in the minds 


i of the public. The federal government 
! will not hoard up the postal savings 


i deposits, but will release the money a?
